Canal  Traffic  for  First  Fifteen  Days  of  August 

During  the  first  15  days  of  August  1933,  212  commercial  vessels  and  8  small  non- 
seagoing  launches  under  20  tons  measurement  transited  the  Canal.  Tolls  on  the 
commercial  vessels  aggregated  $915,713.36,  and  on  the  launches,  $64.75,  or  a  total 
tolls  collection  of  $915,778.11. 

The  daily  average  of  commercial  vessels  was  14.13,  and  the  daily  average  tolls 
collection  was  $61,047.56,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  14.53  transits  and  $62,909.84 
in  tolls  for  the  first  15  days  of  the  previous  month,  and  an  average  of  9.67  transits  and 
$45,522.74  in  tolls  for  the  first  15  days  of  August  1932.  Commercial  traffic  showed 
a  decrease  of  6  transits  and  $27,934.20  in  tolls  (2.8  percent  and  3.0  percent,  respec- 
tively) in  comparison  with  the  first  15  days  of  the  previous  month,  while  in  comparison 
with  the  first  15  days  of  August  1932,  it  registered  a  gain  of  67  transits  and 
$232,872.22  in  tolls  (46.2  percent  and  34.1  percent,  respectively). 


New  Drydock  at  Cristobal 

Work  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  drydock  at  Cristobal  Shops,  at  the  Atlantic 
terminus  of  the  Canal,  which  was  begun  in  December  of  last  year,  has  advanced 
satisfactorily  and  it  is  expected  that  the  drydock  may  be  reopened  in  its  enlarged 
and  improved  state  within  approximately  six  weeks  from  the  present. 

The  first  drydock  at  Cristobal  was  built  in  1886  by  the  first  French  company  en- 
gaged in  the  construction  of  the  Panama  Canal,  and  had  usable  length  of  190  feet 
and  width  of  32  feet.  The  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  enlarged  this  dock  in  1907 
and  1908  to  a  usable  length  of  300  feet,  with  width  of  50  feet,  the  depth  remaining 
the  same.  The  depth  over  sill  and  keel  blocks  was  13^  feet  at  mean  tide.  The 
drydock  as  so  enlarged  was  used  until  the  end  of  last  year  for  the  docking  of  dredging 
equipment,  towboats,  submarines,  etc.,  in  the  Government  service  and  for  commer- 
cial vessels  which  might  be  accommodated  in  it.  After  the  opening  of  the  Canal 
larger  vessels  were  taken  through  the  Canal  to  the  1,000-foot  drydock  at  Balboa 
Shops,  and  under  an  Executive  Order  dated  November  17,  1921,  it  was  provided 
that  vessels  transiting  the  Canal  from  Cristobal  to  Balboa  and  return,  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  having  repairs  made  at  the  Balboa  drydock  and  shops  would  be  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  tolls. 

The  new  enlargement  increases  the  usable  length  by  81  feet  and  the  depth  by  7^ 
feet  and  the  width  at  top  is  increased  by  30  feet.  Concisely,  the  new  drydock  is  to 
have  length  of  381  feet  from  the  head  to  the  inside  of  sill  along  the  centerline;  width 
of  entrance  at  top,  66  feet;  width  of  dock  at  top,  80  feet,  and  at  bottom,  65  feet, 
with  3  altars  on  each  side,  each  2  feet  6  inches  wide;  elevation  at  top  of  dock,  7  feet 
above  sea  level;  elevation  of  bottom  of  dock,  25  feet  below  sea  level,  of  sill  22  feet  and 
of  keel  blocks  21  feet  below  mean  sea  level.  Allowing  15  feet  off  the  dock  length 
for  working  around  a  ship  and  2  feet  off  the  entrance  width,  the  new  dock  will  take 
vessels  366  feet  long  or  more,  up  to  64  feet  beam  and  drawing  nearly  21  feet  of  water. 
The  head  of  the  dock  is  a  circular  segment  having  a  radius  of  40  feet. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  and  enlargement  began  on  December  13,  1932,  with  the 
beginning  of  a  cofiferdam  across  the  entrance  slip,  at  a  distance  of  about  280  feet  from 
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the  gates  of  the  old  drydock.  Sheet  steel  piling  was  driven  by  a  crane  barge  using  a 
steel  pile  hammer.  Earth  fill  was  placed  by  using  4-cubic  yard  dump  trucks,  dump- 
ing from  either  side  of  the  entrance  slip  and  advancing  toward  the  center  as  filling 
advanced.  A  gasoline-driven  shovel  of  f-cubic  yard  dipper  was  installed  in  a  borrow 
pit  about  a  mile  from  the  dock  site  and  32,200  cubic  yards  of  earth  were  placed  in  the 
dam  between  December  15,  1932,  and  February  23,  1933,  using  on  an  average  of  8 
trucks  on  two  shifts  of  8  hours  each. 

Pending  completion  of  the  cofferdam,  excavation  was  carried  on  behind  the  old 
miter  gates.  A  shaft  was  sunk  directly  behind  the  gates  and  tunnel  excavation  was 
started  for  the  suction  culvert.     Neat  excavation  was  10  feet  by  7  feet  2  inches. 

Excavation  in  the  suction  tunnel  was  completed  in  February.  To  facilitate  the 
placing  of  concrete,  8-inch  cased  holes  were  drilled  from  the  ground  surface  along  the 
centerline,  on  10-foot  centers,  and  all  concrete  for  the  culvert  was  poured  through  these 
holes.  Concreting  of  this  culvert  was  completed  in  April,  a  total  of  330  cubic  yards 
having  been  placed. 

The  natural  rock  surface  along  the  north  wall  was  such  that  by  making  a  slight  addi- 
tional excavation,  a  ramp  on  about  a  4  percent  grade  was  secured  leading  from  the 
head  of  the  dock  to  the  floor  of  the  old  dock  just  behind  the  gates.  The  spoil  was 
hauled  out  in  dump  trucks  of  4  cubic  yards  capacity  and  dumped  in  needed  fills 
around  buildings  of  the  Mechanical  Division  and  the  Supply  Department  in  the 
vicinity.  Excavation  for  the  dock  floor,  dock  walls,  north  retaining  wall  and  track 
supports  on  the  north  side  totaled  38,600  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  rock. 

For  the  concrete  mixing  a  weighing  batcher,  purchased  originally  for  use  on  the 
Madden  Road,  was  set  up  at  the  stock  pile,  and  dry  batches  were  hauled  in  l^-ton 
trucks  to  a  21-cubic  foot  paving  mixer  set  up  at  the  dock.  The  placing  of  concrete 
began  February  16,  and  the  main  walls,  sill,  floor,  retaining  walls  and  track  supports 
are  now  about  95  percent  completed. 

The  gate  for  the  drydock  is  to  be  of  the  floating  caisson  type,  bearing  against  a 
granite  block  sill.     Placing  of  the  granite  blocks  is  now  under  way. 

A  retaining  wall  89  feet  6  inches  long  on  the  north  side  at  right  angles  to  the  center- 
line  and  one  82  feet  long  on  the  south  side,  making  an  angle  of  9°43'39"  with  the 
centerline,  are  provided  against  which  the  caisson  may  be  moored  when  not  in  use. 

A  flooding  culvert  8  feet  by  4  feet  6  inches  in  the  south  wall  divides  into  two 
openings,  each  4  feet  by  4  feet  6  inches,  at  the  face  of  the  dock.  A  suction  culvert  8  feet 
by  4  feet  6  inches  leads  from  the  south  side  of  the  dock  approximately  161  feet  to  the 
pump  house.  The  suction  and  flooding  culverts  join  at  a  point  55  feet  from  the  in- 
side of  the  sill  and  open  into  two  sumps  in  the  floor,  one  on  each  side  of  the  dock.  A 
discharge  culvert  6  feet  square  leads  from  the  pump  house  through  the  end  of  the 
south  retaining  wall.  Keel  blocks  on  4-foot  centers  and  sliding  bilge  blocks  on  12-foot 
centers  which  may  be  hauled  back  to  the  wall  by  chain  from  the  coping  above  are 
provided.  A  5-foot  gauge  track  for  a  locomotive  crane  on  the  north  side  and  a  5-foot 
and  16-foot  gauge  track  for  a  heavy  crane  on  the  south  side  were  provided.  Upon 
the  completion  of  the  drydock  construction  and  installation  of  pumps  the  cofi'erdam 
across  the  entrance  slip  will  be  removed  and  the  approach  cleared  by  the  Dredging 
Division. 


Supplement  to  Tariff  No.  11— Lighter  No.  87— Diesel  Oil 

The  Panama  Canal  issued  on  July  31,  1933,  supplement  No.  3  to  Tariff  No.  11. 
This  supplement  adds  lighter  No.  87  to  the  Class  "C"  lighters,  listed  under  Item  6, 
paragraph  3. 

The  supplement  also  establishes  the  price  of  Diesel  oil  from  the  Canal  stock,  at 
Balboa  only,  at  $1.60  per  barrel  of  42  gallons,  delivered  to  vessels.  (Item  23,  para- 
graph 2.) 

Notice  to  Mariners— Pinnacle  Rock  Reported  in  Gulf  of  Venezuela 

Notice  to  Mariners  No.  141,  issued  by  The  Panama  Canal  under  date  of  August 
14,  1933,  states  that  Capt.  John  Dow  of  the  sailing  vessel  Chance  reported  that  on 
May  30,  1933,  he  passed  a  rock  projecting  about  1  foot  above  water  and  about  6 
feet  across  and  rounded  on  top.  Position  was  given  as:  East  Monks  Island  bearing 
north  3  degrees  west.  Pan  de  Azucar  bearing  true  west. 

The  notice  adds  that  Captain  Dow,  who  was  alone  in  his  craft,  which  is  22  feet 
long  by  6  feet  4  inches  beam  and  draws  3  feet,  circled  the  rock  and  struck  it  with  an 
oar,  and  took  a  sounding  close  alongside  to  the  southward  which  showed  a  depth  of 
30  fathoms.  The  weather  was  clear  and  the  sea  smooth  at  the  time.  Captain  Dow 
reported  that  with  the  usual  swell  experienced  in  those  waters  the  rock  would  be  very 
difficult  to  locate. 
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Record  for  Quick  Discharge  of  Venezuelan  Oil 

The  tank  ship  Santa  Maria,  owned  and  operated  by  the  Union  Oil  Company, 
arrived  at  Cristobal  on  August  13,  1933,  from  Aruba,  D.W.I.,  laden  with  77,880 
barrels  of  fuel  oil  for  the  company's  tanks  at  Mt.  Hope.  The  vessel  passed  the  break- 
waters at  11:20  a.m.;  docked  at  12.20  p.  m.  and  commenced  discharging  her  cargo  at 
1:05  p.m.  At.  3:30  a.m.  the  following  day  the  entire  cargo  had  been  discharged.  A 
total  of  14  hours  and  25  minutes  elapsed  from  the  time  the  oil  began  to  flow  into  the 
shore  tanks  until  completion  of  discharge.  The  cargo  was  discharged  at  the  rate  of 
5,402.07  barrels  per  hour,  which  is  a  new  high  record  for  a  quick  discharge  of  Vene- 
zuelan oil. 

At  6:05  a.m.,  August  14,  the  Santa  Maria  began  transit  through  the  Canal  in  ballast, 
on  the  way  to  Los  Angeles.  She  had  sailed  from  Los  Angeles  the  latter  part  of  July 
and  transited  the  Canal  on  August  6,  delivering  a  cargo  of  Diesel  oil  at  Cristobal  and 
clearing  for  Aruba  on  August  7. 


Police  Canvass  of  Civil  Population  of  Canal  Zone 

The  annual  house-to-house  canvass  of  the  civil  population  of  the  Canal  Zone  taken 
by  the  Police  and  Fire  Division  during  the  month  of  June  1933,  resulted  in  a  count 
of  31,839  as  the  total  number  of  civilian  inhabitants.  This  was  an  increase  of  859 
over  the  last  previous  canvass,  taken  in  June  1932. 

The  Balboa  district  showed  an  increase  of  816.  The  largest  shifts  in  population 
were  in  Corozal,  La  Boca,  Red  Tank,  Paraiso,  and  Madden  Dam  area,  which  all 
made  increases,  and  Balboa  and  Ancon,  which  combined  made  a  decrease  of  431. 

The  Cristobal  district  showed  an  increase  of  33  over  the  previous  canvass.  The 
largest  changes  occurred  in  the  rural  areas,  Silvertown  and  Fort  Davis. 

There  was  an  increase  of  419  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Rail- 
road residing  in  the  Canal  Zone  compared  with  the  previous  canvass.

Copy  of  Report  of  Trans-Isthmian  Highway  Survey  Delivered  to  Panama 

In  compliance  with  a  request  from  the  Government  of  Panama,  a  copy  of  the  report 
on  the  survey  made  in  1928  and  1929  for  the  proposed  development  of  a  trans- 
Isthmian  highway,  by  building  a  road  from  Alhajuela  to  the  Atlantic  coast,  was 
delivered  to  that  Government  on  July  26,  through  the  American  Legation. 

This  survey  was  made  under  an  appropriation  of  $45,000  in  the  Second  Deficiency 
Act  for  1928,  and  report  was  made  in  1929  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  direction  of 
which  official  a  copy  has  been  turned  over  to  the  State  Department  for  delivery  to 
Panama.  The  survey  was  projected  in  connection  with  Article  II  of  the  pending 
treaty  of  July  1926,  between  the  United  States  and  Panama.  The  treaty  has  not 
been  ratified  by  Panama  and  the  route  has  not  been  developed. 

The  route  adopted  in  the  survey  contemplates  a  main  road,  about  25  miles  long, 
from  the  right  bank  of  the  Chagres  River  at  Alhajuela  to  a  junction  with  the  Fort 
Randolph  Road,  and  a  branch  extending  from  the  route  at  a  point  about  three  miles 
southeast  of  Cativa  to  Porto  Bello,  about  20  miles,  and  running  approximately  parallel 
to  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  survey  and  estimates  were  for  a  concrete  highway,  18 
feet  wide,  which  is  the  width  of  the  Madden  Highway.  The  route  crosses  the  Chagres 
River  on  top  of  the  Madden  Dam.  In  connection  with  the  Madden  Highway  and 
other  existing  roads  on  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  sides  of  the  Isthmus,  the  route  con- 
nects Panama  City,  Colon,  and  Porto  Bello.

clearances  were  46,  with  98  passengers  embarking;  there  were  no  entries  or  clearances 
of  aircraft  at  Balboa. 


Licenses  to  Practice  the  Healing  Art  in  the  Canal  Zone 

The  Panama  Canal  has  received  copies  of  Executive  Order  No.  6219,  signed  by  the 
President  on  July  26,  1933,  to  take  effect  immediately,  prescribing  regulations  govern- 
ing the  issue  of  licenses  to  practice  the  healing  art  in  the  Canal  Zone.  The  essential 
features  of  the  order  are  that  it  follows,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  the  principles  con- 
tained in  the  practice  act  for  the  District  of  Columbia  and  establishes  more  specifically 
than  previous  regulations  for  the  Canal  Zone  the  conditions  governing  the  issuance  of 
licenses  to  both  orthodox  physicians  and  surgeons  and  those  of  recognized  schools 
of  various  drugless  cults.  Every  applicant  to  practice  the  art  of  healing  as  applied 
to  the  human  body  must  first  pass  an  examination  in  the  five  "basic  sciences  of 
anatomy,  physiology,  pathology,  bacteriology,  and  chemistry  before  being  examined 
in  his  particular  method  of  practice.  The  full  text  of  the  Order  is  published  as 
supplement  No.  24  to  "Executive  Orders  Relating  to  the  Panama  Canal." 


Prices  of  Fuel  Oil  from  Canal  Tanks 

Due  to  rises  in  the  price  of  fuel  oil,  The  Panama  Canal  issued  on  August  31,  1933, 
supplement  No.  4  to  Tariff  No.  11,  establishing  a  price  of  $1.05  per  barrel  of  42  gallons, 
delivered  to  vessels  at  either  Cristobal  or  Balboa.  Subsequently  it  was  decided, 
in  view  of  probable  fluctuations  in  the  price  of  oil,  to  eliminate  definite  prices  from 
the  tariff  and  to  furnish  prices  on  application. 

Nearly  all  of  the  fuel  oil  sold  to  vessels  at  the  Canal  is  sold  by  oil  companies  with 
tanks  in  the  oil  farms  near  the  Canal  terminals. 


Facilities  for  Shipping 

The  Panama  Canal  is  equipped  with  all  the  facilities  for  the  fueling,  supply,  and  repair  of  ships 
which  are  found  in  modern  ports. 

The  coaling  plants,  with  an  aggregate  storage  capacity  of  700,000  tons,  can  bunker  ships  up  to 
1,500  tons  an  hour,  practically  as  fast  as  it  can  be  handled  in  ships'  bunkers.  Oil  can  be  delivered 
as  fast  as  the  ships  can  take  it,  from  ample  stocks  at  both  ends  of  the  Canal.  Crude  fuel  oil,  Diesel 
oil,  and  gasoline  are  sold. 

The  ships'  chandlery  storehouses  carry  a  wide  variety  of  marine  supplies  and  spare  parts.  The 
commissary  stores  sell  foodstuffs,  fresh  meats,  fruits,  and  vegetables,  as  well  as  clothing  and  a  general 
line  of  goods  for  supplying  about  30,000  people  resident  on  the  Isthmus.  Ice  plants,  a  large  laundry, 
hotels,  hospitals,  and  restaurants  serve  the  passengers  and  crews  of  ships. 

A  1,000-foot  dry  dock,  capable  of  receiving  tlie  largest  ships  built,  a  smaller  dry  dock,  floating  cranes, 
foundry,  and  amply  equipped  shops,  employing  about  1,100  men,  provide  means  of  making  practically 
any  kind  of  marine  repairs. 

Ample  space  exists  at  either  terminal  of  the  Canal  for  the  berthing  of  vessels,  as  well  as  large  covered 
piers  for  the  storage  of  cargo.  These  are  modern  structures,  fireproof,  ratproof,  in  splendid  condition, 
well  lighted  and  maintained  in  a  clean  and  orderly  condition. 

In  general,  the  services  to  shipping  at  the  Canal  are  such  as  have  been  developed  and  found  ample 
and  effective  in  the  course  of  handling  large  traffic  through  the  Canal  during  the  years  of  operation.

The  First  Ship  Through  the  Canal 

Inquiry  is  made  occasionally  as  to  which  was  the  first  ship  to  pass  through  the 
Panama  Canal.    The  Canal  was  opened  to  commerce  on  August  15,  1914. 
The  Canal  Record  of  January  7,  1914,  reported: 

The  first  passage  of  a  self-propelling  vessel  through  the  Canal  from  ocean 
to  ocean  was  effected  on  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  January  7  (1914),  when 
the  craneboat  Alex.  LaValley,   Captain   Carter,  formerly   engaged   in   the 
Atlantic  entrance,  but  recently  operating  in  Culebra  Cut,  was  passed  from 
the  Cut  through  Pedro  Miguel  and  Mirafiores  Locks  to  the  Pacific  entrance. 
Barges  from  the  Pacific  side,  passed  about  in  the  dredging  operations,  had 
previously  been  handled  to  the  Atlantic  side. 
On  February  1,  1914,  the  tug  Reliance,  passing  through  Gatun  Locks,  completed 
a  voyage  around  South  America;    it  had  sailed  from  Colon  for  Balboa  via  the  Strait 
of  Magellan  on  February  11,  1912,  and  arrived  at  Balboa  on  June  17,  1912. 

On  May  18,  1914,  three  barges  loaded  with  sugar  transferred  to  thern  at  Balboa 
from  the  steamer  Alaskan  were  towed  as  far  as  the  .lower  end  of  Pedro  Miguel  Locks; 
and  their  transit,  after  a  change  of  towboats,  was  completed  at  9  p.m.  on  May  19. 
This  was  the  first  handling  of  cargo  through  the  Canal. 

On  May  19,  1914,  the  tug  Mariner  towed  two  empty  barges  through  the  Canal 
from  Cristobal  to  Balboa,  arriving  at  6.40  p.m.  This  was  the  first  direct  or  continuous 
voyage  of  a  vessel  through  the  Canal  from  ocean  to  ocean. 

In  anticipation  of  the  opening  of  the  Canal,  a  test  voyage  from  Cristobal  to  Balboa 
was  made  by  the  steamship  Cristobal  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  on 
August  3,  1914,  and  a  return  trip  was  made  on  August  4.  The  Advance  of  the  same 
line  was  sent  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  back  as  far  as  Gatun  Locks  on 
August  9,  1914,  completing  the  return  transit  on  August  10.  The  Panama  made  a 
similar  trip  on  August  11,  completing  the  return  transit  on  August  12.  Guest 
passengers  were  carried  on  these  trips  but  no  cargo  was  handled. 

The  Ancon  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  was  sent  through  the  Canal 
from  Cristobal  to  Balboa  on  August  15,  1914,  carrying  cargo  for  transshipment  at 
Balboa  and  about  200  passengers  who  were  invited  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
War.  This  is  considered  the  first  transit  of  an  ocean  steamship  in  commercial  service. 
The  ship  discharged  cargo  at  Balboa  and  returned  through  the  Canal  to  Cristobal 
on  August  23. 
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On  August  15,  1914,  following  the  departure  of  the  Ancon,  transit  of  the  Canal 
was  begun  by  the  steamship  Arizonan  of  the  American-Hawaiian  Line,  leaving  Cris- 
tobal at  10.23  a.m.;  this  vessel  completed  transit  on  the  following  day,  passing 
Balboa  at  4.10  p.m.,  August  16.  The  Arizonan  carried  cargo.  The  yacht  Lasata, 
owned  by  Morgan  Adams,  started  transit  through  the  Canal  apparently  about  1  p.m., 
August  15,  and  completed  transit  at  5.35  p.m.  on  the  17th.  The  steamship  Missourian 
of  the  American-Hawaiian  Line,  carrying  cargo,  left  Cristobal  at  2  p.m.  on  August  15 
and  passed  Balboa  at  11.05  a.m.,  August  17. 

The  Pleiades  transited  the  Canal  on  August  16,  1914,  from  Pacific  to  Atlantic. 
She  left  Balboa  at  6.50  a.m.  and  arrived  at  Cristobal  at  5.30  p.m.  the  same  day. 
The  Pleiades  was  followed  by  the  Pennsylvanian  of  the  American-Hawaiian  Line, 
which  left  Balboa  at  9.40  a.m.,  August  16,  and  arrived  at  Cristobal  at  8.50  a.m., 
August  17. 

These  early  transits  of  seagoing  merchant  vessels  may  be  summarized  as  follows:

Atlantic  to  Pacific 
Arizonan,  began  transit  August  15  at  10.23  a.m.;   arrived  at  opposite  terminal  August  16  at  4.10  p.m. 
Lasata,  began  transit  August  15  at  1  p.m.;  arrived  at  opposite  terminal  August  17  at  5.35  p.m. 
Missourian,  began  transit  August  15  at  2  p.m.;  arrived  at  opposite  terminal  August  17,  11.05  a.m. 

Pacific  to  Atlantic 
Pleiades,  began  transit  August  16  at  6.30  a.m.;  arrived  at  opposite  terminal  August  16  at  5.30  p.m. 
Pennsylvanian,  began  transit  August  16  at  9.40  a.m.;   acrived  at  opposite  terminal  August  17  at  8.50  a.m. 

From  the  foregoing  it  may  be  stated  that  the  first  self-propelling,  ocean-going 
vessel  to  pass  through  the  Canal  was  the  La  Valley,  completing  transit  on  January 
7,  1914;  the  first  passage  of  commercial  cargo  was  on  May  18-19,  1914;  the  first 
vessel  to  make  a  direct,  continuous  voyage  from  ocean  to  ocean  through  the  Canal 
was  the  tug  Mariner  on  May  19,  1914;  the  first  regular  merchant  vessel  to  transit 
the  Canal  in  commercial  service  was  the  Ancon  on  August  15,  1914;  and  the  first 
merchant  vessel  to  use  the  Canal  on  a  voyage  between  ports  beyond  the  Canal  termi- 
nals was  the  Arizonan  on  August  15-16,  1914. 


Flood  Warning  System  on  Rivers  Tributary  to  Proposed  Madden  Lake 

In  1923,  1931,  and  1932  traffic  through  the  Canal  was  interrupted  by  floods  on  the 
Chagres  River  during  October  or  Nc^ember,  and  it  may  happen  again  this  year  or 
any  year  until  the  Madden  Dam  across  the  river  at  Alhajuela  comes  into  operation 
and  establishes  a  flood  control  reservoir.  The  interruptions  to  the  movement  of 
vessels  have  been  relatively  brief  and  have  occurred  either  from  a  dangerous  current 
where  the  waters  of  the  Chagres  reach  the  Canal  channel  at  Gamboa,  or  from  using 
operating  culverts  in  the  locks  to  supplement  the  spillways  in  discharging  excess 
water,  thus  putting  the  locks  temporarily  out  of  use  for  the  making  of  lockages. 

After  the  completion  of  the  dam  and  of  the  Madden  Lake  to  be  impounded  behind 
it,  the  flow  of  water  down  the  Chagres  to  Gatun  Lake  will  be  under  control.  The 
water  in  the  Madden  Lake  will  be  kept  at  such  normal  level  as  will  provide  a  margin 
for  the  absorption  of  flood  waters  and  their  controlled  discharge.  It  will  not  be 
practicable  to  keep  the  Madden  Lake  so  low  that  a  flood  could  not  raise  its  surface 
to  such  height  as  to  make  discharges  into  Gatun  Lake  necessary;  but  by  a  system  of 
flood  warnings  it  will  be  possible  to  begin  discharging  through  the  sluice  gates  of 
Madden  Dam  in  advance  of  the  arrival  of  flood  waters  and  so  spread  the  necessary 
entire  discharge  over  a  longer  period. 

The  flood  warnings  are  to  be  given  automatically,  by  electricity,  by  the  ringing  of 
a  bell  at  Alhajuela  whenever  the  water  in  the  upper  Chagres,  the  Pequeni,  or  the 
Boqueron  Rivers,  the  principal  tributaries  to  Madden  Lake,  reach  designated  levels. 
A  protected  float,  in  a  50-foot  tower  at  a  recording  station,  rising  with  the  level  of  the 
river's  surface,  will  actuate  a  mechanism  which  will  transmit  electrical  impulses  by 
telegraph  cable  to  the  hydrographic  office  at  the  dam.  Here  the  rivers'  stages  will 
show  on  a  dial  and  be  automatically  recorded.  With  the  data  at  hand  on  the  rivers' 
heights,  calculations  can  be  made  as  to  the  flow  per  second  and  the  times  at  which  the 
crests  of  the  one,  two,  or  three  freshets  from  as  many  streams  will  reach  the  dam. 
The  discharge  necessary  to  prepare  space  in  the  Madden  Lake  for  this  water  can 
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then  be  begun  in  such  time  as  to  make  it  at  a  rate  which  will  not  cause  a  dangerous 
inflow  into  the  Canal.  Normally  it  will  be  possible  to  avoid  discharging  through  the 
spillway  of  the  dam  and  the  penstocks  of  the  hydroelectric  station  at  the  dam  more 
than  a  total  of  50,000  cubic  feet  per  second.  Such  rate  of  discharge  causes  a  current 
of  not  more  than  four  miles  per  hour  in  the  Canal  at  Gamboa  and  will  not  interfere 
with  navigation  through  the  Canal. 

In  the  flood  of  November  1932,  for  example,  no  more  than  50,000  c.f.s.  would  have 
been  discharged  at  Madden  Dam,  studies  of  the  flood  have  determined,  if  the  dam 
had  been  in  service;  this  would  have  so  lessened  the  task  of  controlling  the  level 
of  Gatun  Lake  as  to  have  made  unnecessary  the  use  of  lock  culverts  for  wasting  water 
and  there  would  have  been  no  delay  to  shipping. 

The  work  of  installing  the  electric  flood  warning  system  has  been  in  progress 
during  the  past  three  years.  It  involves  two  separate  phases,  one  for  use  during  the 
construction  of  Madden  Dam  and  the  other  for  flood  control  after  the  formation  of 
Madden  Lake.  The  first  phase  involved  the  extension  of  telephone  lines  from 
Alhajuela  to  Indio  on  the  Chagres  and  Salamanca  on  the  Pequeni  and  the  employ- 
ment of  observers  at  those  stations  to  give  advice  of  rises  on  the  rivers.  This  part 
was  completed  in  the  fiscal  year  1930  and  proved  of  great  value  in  connection  with  the 
floods  in  No\-ember  1931  and  October  and  November  1932.  The  second  phase  is 
the  extension  of  the  lines  farther  up  the  rivers,  to  Chico  on  the  Chagres,  to  Candelaria 
on  the  Pequeni,  and  to  Peluca  on  the  Boqueron,  a  tributary  to  the  Pequeni,  and  the 
installation  at  these  stations  of  automatic  transmitters,  actuated  by  floats,  which 
will  transit  electrical  impulses  to  automatic  recorders  at  Alhajuela.  The  38,500 
feet  of  underground  cable  line  to  Chico  was  completed  in  the  fiscal  year  1932;  the 
transmitting  and  recording  mechanisms  were  also  then  installed  but  they  were  found 
to  be  unsuited  to  the  conditions,  involving  transmission  over  a  distance  of  about  15 
miles  (about  half  of  which  was  pole  line),  subjecting  the  apparatus  to  much  disturb- 
ance by  lightning.  A  difi"erent  kind  of  equipment  was  secured  in  the  fiscal  year  1933 
and  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  With  the  establishment  of  the  automatic  station  at 
Chico  the  observer  was  removed  from  Indio. 

For  the  stations  at  Candelaria  and  Peluca  underground  cables  were  laid  during  the 
past  year  from  Salamanca  to  the  sites  of  the  proposed  stations.  This  involved  laying 
about  32,000  feet  of  8-conductor  cable  from  Salamanca  to  a  point  above  the  mouth 
of  the  Boqueron,  about  6,300  feet  of  5-conductor  cable  thence  to  Peluca  and  about 
10,800  feet  of  5-conductor  cable  from  the  same  point  to  Candelaria.  The  work  of 
laying  the  cables  was  unusually  difficult,  due  to  the  rough  mountain  topography, 
jungles,  weight  of  reels  and  lack  of  transportation.  With  the  filling  of  the  lake,  pre- 
sumably in  1935,  underwater  cables  will  be  laid  from  Alhajuela  to  Salamanca  and  to 
Indio  and  the  present  overhead  telephone  lines  connecting  these  points  will  be  re- 
moved. The  lines  installed  from  Salamanca  to  Candelaria  and  Peluca,  and  from 
Indio  to  Chico,  are  part  of  the  permanent  installation.  Pending  the  filling  of  the 
lake  the  automatic  devices  at  Candelaria  and  Peluca  will  not  be  installed  and  no 
observer  will  be  stationed  there,  but  an  observer  will  be  kept  at  Salamanca. 


Coal 

Coal,  bunker,  Navy  Standard  Pool  No.  1,  Pocahontas  or  New  River,  is  supplied 
to  steamships,  including  warships  of  all  nations,  trimmed  in  bunkers  at  $7.25  for 
run-of-mine  and  $6.75  for  nut  and  slack  at  Cristobal,  in  any  proportion  desired, 
and  $10.25  at  Balboa  for  run-of-mine  only,  per  ton  of  2,240  pounds. 

Extra  charges  are  made  in  accordance  with  a  published  tariff  for  special  trimming 
at  the  request  of  the  officers  of  the  ship,  for  galley,  lump  or  run-of-mine  coal  in  sacks, 
and  for  delivery,  when  coal  is  furnished  from  lighters  or  launches  away  from  the 
coaling  piers. 

Coal  can  be  bunkered  by  bunkering  machines  at  any  rate  up  to  1,500  tons  per 
hour,  regulated  by  the  amount  of  necessary  trimming. 

Coal  for  cargo  is  sold  under  the  same  conditions  and  at  prices  quoted  for  sale  of 
coal  for  bunkers. 

Provisions  Required  by  Ships 

The  Panama  Canal  Commissary  Division,  with  facilities  at  Balboa  and  Cristobal 
for  delivery  of  supplies  to  steamships,  carries  a  complete  line  of  provisions,  such  as 
meats,  fruits,  vegetables,  eggs,  butter,  canned  goods,  cigars,  cigarettes,  tobacco, 
etc.,  which  are  sold  to  ships  at  reasonable  prices.  Beef  especially  is  available  at  low 
prices. 

Orders  may  be  placed  in  advance  by  radio  for  delivery  on  arrival,  or  at  either  ter- 
minal for  prompt  delivery  or  for  delivery  at  the  other  terminal  after  transit.

Canal  Traffic  for  First  Fifteen  Days  of  October 

During  the  first  15  days  of  October  1933,  217  commercial  vessels  and  4  small 
nonseagoing  launches  under  20  tons  measurement  transited  the  Canal.  Tolls  on 
the  commercial  vessels  aggregated  $949,974.99,  and  on  the  launches,  $43.95,  or  a 
total  tolls  collection  of  $950,018.94. 

The  daily  average  of  commercial  vessels  was  14.47,  and  the  daily  average  tolls 
collection  was  $63,331.67,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  13.27  transits  and 
$58,585.29  in  tolls  for  the  first  15  days  of  the  previous  month,  and  an  average  of 
11.80  transits  and  $51,538.70  in  tolls  for  the  first  15  days  of  October  1932.  Commer- 
cial traffic  showed  an  increase  of  18  transits  and  $71,195.67  in  tolls  (9.0  percent  and 
8.1  percent,  respectively)  in  comparison  with  the  first  15  days  of  the  previous  month, 
while  in  comparison  with  the  first  15  days  of  October  1932,  it  registered  a  gain  of 
40  transits  and  $176,894.47  in  tolls  (22.6  percent  and  22.9  percent,  respectively). 


Notice  to  Mariners — Wrecks  on  Quita  Sueiio  Bank,  Caribbean  Sea 

Panama  Canal  Notice  to  Mariners  No.  210  quotes  the  following  from  the  Hydro- 
graphic  Office  notice  No.  39,  dated  Washington,  D.C.,  September  30,  1933: 

The  commanding  ofificer  of  the  U.S.S.  Indianapolis  reports  that  on  September  10  he  observed  two 
wrecks  stranded  on  Quita  Suefio  Bank.  One  of  the  wrecks  was  the  steamer  Negada,  of  Valparaiso, 
which  was  stranded  and  abandoned  at  a  point  on  the  eastern  edge  of  the  bank  12  miles,  182°  from  the 
lighthouse.  The  other  was  the  wreck  of  a  2-masted  sailing  vessel  which  was  stranded  at  a  point  about 
22  miles,  183°  from  the  lighthouse.

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Principal  Commodities  Through  the  Canal,  Fiscal  Year  1933 

Mineral  oils  were  the  leading  commodity  shipped  through  the  Panama  Canal 
during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1933,  as  they  had  been  for  10  years  preceding.  In 
the  fiscal  year  1922  the  tonnage  of  manufactures  of  iron  and  steel  passing  through  the 
Canal  had  first  place  among  commodities,  but  with  the  development  of  the  California 
oil  fields  during  the  following  year  mineral  oils  took  first  place,  a  position  they  have 
held  every  year  since. 

In  the  fiscal  year  1933  the  mineral  oil  shipments  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic 
amounted  to  3,506,356  tons,  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  the  mineral  oil 
shipments  were  407,492  tons.  They  were  the  leading  commodity  from  the  Pacific 
and  the  third  in  importance  from  the  Atlantic. 

The  two  commodities  from  the  Atlantic  which  exceeded  mineral  oils  were  manu- 
factures of  iron  and  steel,  502.503  tons,  and  raw  cotton,  432,043  tons. 

In  the  trade  from  the  Pacific,  in  addition  to  mineral  oils  there  were  four  com- 
modities which  exceeded  in  volume  any  commodity  from  the  Atlantic,  namely, 
wheat,  2,368,892  tons;  sugar,  1,667,496  tons;  lumber,  1,549,483  tons;  and  canned 
goods,  865,716  tons.  The  leading  commodity  from  the  Atlantic  ranked  sixth  in  the 
commodities  passing  through  the  Canal  in  either  direction. 

The  classes  of  commodities  in  which  shipments  exceeded  10,000  tons  during  the 
year  numbered  29  from  the  Atlantic  and  26  from  the  Pacific.  Of  the  29  principal 
commodities  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  24  showed  a  loss,  and  of  these,  22  were 
lower  than  in  any  of  the  three  years  immediately  preceding.  Gains  were  recorded  in 
shipments  of  five  items,  viz.,  paper,  scrap  metal,  tobacco,  corn,  and  glass  and  glass- 
ware. Of  these  increases,  the  gains  in  the  shipments  of  scrap  metal  and  corn  were  the 
most  outstanding,  212  percent  and  114  percent,  respectively,  over  the  preceding 
fiscal  year.  Commodities  which  showed  the  largest  percentage  of  decline  were  slag 
(63.1  percent);  creosote  (60.2  percent);  ammonium  compounds  (51.3  percent); 
cotton  (42.2  percent);  phosphates  (35.6  percent);  and  manufactures  of  iron  and 
steel  (35.7  percent). 

Of  the  26  principal  commodities  moving  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic,  increases 
occurred  in  the  11  following  items:  Mineral  oils,  guano,  wheat,  sugar,  canned  goods, 
fresh  fruit,  barley,  coffee,  flour,  copra,  and  raw  cotton.  The  remaining  15  items  were 
lower  than  in  1932  and  12  of  them  were  smaller  than  in  any  of  the  three  preceding 
years.  The  most  important  increases,  with  the  percentage  of  gain  over  the  preceding 
year,  were  in  the  following  commodities:  Flour  (45.9  percent);  barley  (37  percent); 
wheat  (32.3  percent);  sugar  (28.4  percent),  and  cofifee  (22  percent).  Shipments  of 
guano  made  a  gain  of  241  percent,  from  17,505  to  59,688  tons,  but  the  relatively  small 
quantities  involved  render  the  large  percentage  gain  of  minor  significance. 

Four  commodities  exceeded  1,000,000  tons,  the  same  number  as  in  1932,  and  also 
all  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic;  these  were  mineral  oils,  wheat,  sugar,  and  lumber. 
There  were  7  commodities  in  this  class  in  1931,  of  which  one,  manufactures  of  iron 
and  steel,  was  from  the  Atlantic. 

Atlantic  to  Pacific. — Manufactures  of  iron  and  steel,  as  in  the  past,  formed  the 
largest  commodity  group  moving  in  this  direction,  comprising  11.1  percent  of  the 
total  in  this  direction,  in  comparison  with  13.0  percent  in  1932.  The  decrease  in 
tonnage  of  this  commodity  amounted  to  278,991  tons  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  or  35.7  percent.  The  major  decreases  occurred  in  the  United  States  inter- 
coastal  trade  which  declined  170,282  tons,  or  36.9  percent;  Europe  to  the  west  coast 
of  the  United  States  showed  a  loss  of  26,955  tons,  or  45.1  percent;  Europe  to  Aus- 
tralasia showed  a  loss  of  21,800  tons,  or  40.8  percent;  and  the  United  States  to  the 
Far  East  (including  the  Philippine  Islands),  showed  a  loss  of  24,641  tons,  or  25  per- 
cent. 

Shipments  of  raw  cotton  comprised  the  second  largest  commodity  from  the  Atlantic, 
but  declined  315,453  tons,  or  42.2  percent,  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Prac- 
tically all  of  this  loss  occurred  in  shipments  routed  from  Gulf  ports  of  the  United 
States  to  the  Far  East,  which  route  absorbed  nearly  99  per  cent  of  all  cotton  shipments 
in  this  direction. 

Shipments  of  mineral  oils  from  the  Atlantic  declined  111,006  tons,  or  21.4  percent, 
compared  with  1932.  Scrap  metal  gained  185,718  tons,  or  211.9  percent,  which 
brought  it  from  tenth  to  fourth  place  among  commodities  from  the  Atlantic.  The 
largest  part  of  these  shipments  was  from  the  United  States  to  Japan.  Paper  ship- 
ments increased  10,271  tons,  or  4.8  percent.  Corn  shipments,  almost  all  of  which 
were  routed  from  Gulf  ports  of  the  United  States  to  the  west  coast  of  the  United 
States,  showed  a  gain  of  68,344  tons,  or  113.9  percent. 

Pacific  to  Atlantic— ¥onr  of  the  five  commodities  of  the  greatest  tonnage  in  this 
direction  in  1933  made  increases  in  comparison  with  1932.  Mineral  oils,  which 
aggregated  more  than  a  million  tons  in  excess  of  the  next  principal  commodity,  showed 
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a  gain  of  389,512  tons,  or  12.5  percent.  Wheat  made  a  gain  of  578,362  tons,  or  32.3 
percent,  over  the  1932  shipments  and  supplanted  lumber  as  the  second  most  im- 
portant commodity.  Most  of  this  wheat  was  routed  from  Canada  to  Europe.  Sugar 
advanced  from  fourth  to  third  position  among  the  commodities  by  making  a  gain  of 
368,666  tons,  or  28.4  percent,  over  shipments  in  1932.  The  greater  portion  of  this 
increase  was  made  in  shipments  routed  from  the  Philippine  Islands  to  the  United 
States,  which  registered  a  gain  of  237,892  tons,  or  43.7  percent;  United  States  inter- 
coastal  shipments  of  sugar  gained  82,270  tons,  or  41.3  percent;  and  shipments  from 
South  America  to  Europe  increased  by  23,274  tons,  or  10.6  percent. 

Lumber  shipments  declined  580,304  tons,  or  27.2  percent,  compared  with  1932, 
causing  that  commodity  to  drop  to  fourth  position  from  second,  which  it  had  held 
in  1922  and  from  1924  to  1932,  inclusive.  The  loss  in  1933  was  chiefly  in  three  trade 
routes — United  States  intercoastal,  Canada  to  the  United  States,  and  the  United 
States  to  Europe.  Shipments  routed  from  Canada  to  Europe  showed  a  gain  of 
36,569  tons,  or  24.3  percent. 

Shipments  of  canned  goods  increased  77,980  tons  in  1933,  or  9.9  percent,  chiefly 
ov'er  the  United  States  intercoastal  route. 

Two  important  items  which  have  been  affected  very  adversely  in  the  decline  of 
commerce  between  nations  are  nitrate  and  ores.  At  the  period  of  the  greatest  activity 
for  nitrates,  which  occurred  in  1928  and  1929,  shipments  surpassed  2,500,000  tons 
per  year.  Since  then  there  has  been  a  gradual  decline,  which  was  sharply  accentuated 
in  1933,  when  shipments  totaled  186,783  tons,  dropping  to  tenth  place.  This  export 
of  Chile  is  destined  principally  to  Europe  and  the  United  States.  In  former  years, 
shipments  of  ores  were  composed  principally  of  iron  ore  from  Chile  to  the  United 
States;  the  peak  year  was  in  1930  when  the  total  of  all  ores  passing  through  the  Canal 
from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic  approximated  2,230,000  tons  and  85.3  percent  of  the 
shipments  were  iron  ore.  With  the  severe  curtailment  of  the  steel  industry  shipments 
of  iron  ores  dropped  off  and  in  1933  were  discontinued  entirely.  The  aggregate  of  all 
ore  shipments  in  1933  was  90,518  tons,  a  loss  of  85.4  percent  compared  with  1932.

Canal  Traffic  Shows  Increase 


An  important  increase  occurred  in  the  commercial  traffic  passing  through  the 
Panama  Canal  in  October  1933,  the  number  of  transits  (467)  having  been  the  greatest 
since  January  1931  when  476  vessels  were  passed  through.  Net  tonnage,  Panama 
Canal  measurement  (2,416,200)  and  cargo  tonnage  (2,125,927)  were  the  heaviest 
since  December  1930  when  these  two  features  aggregated  2,473,626  and  2,166,884, 
respectively;  tolls  collection  in  the  past  month  ($2,036,909.16)  was  the  largest  since 
January  1931  when  the  revenue  from  that  source  aggregated  $2,108,140.42. 

In  comparison  with  the  previous  month  (September  1933)  the  past  month's  traffic 
registered  an  increase  of  14.5  percent  in  transits;  15.2  percent  in  net  tonnage,  Panama 
Canal  measurement;  15.8  percent  in  tolls  collected;  and  18.3  percent  in  cargo  tonnage; 
in  comparison  with  the  corresponding  month  in  1932  it  made  an  increase  of  18.5 
percent  in  transits,  21.5  percent  in  net  tonnage,  Panama  Canal  measurement,  18.8 
percent  in  tolls,  and  34.4  percent  in  cargo  tonnage. 

Of  the  increase  of  59  transits  in  comparison  with  the  previous  month,  49  occurred 
in  three  major  trade  routes,  viz.,  the  United  States  intercoastal,  19;  between  the 
United  States  and  the  Far  East,  12;  and  between  Europe  and  the  west  coast  of  United 
States-Canada,  18. 

In  the  United  States  intercoastal  trade  the  increase  was  made  up  wholly  of  tanker 
traffic,  and  the  movement  of  general  cargo  carriers  showed  no  increase.  The  total 
cargo  tonnage  carried  by  tankers  in  the  intercoastal  trade  in  October  1933  amounted 
to  343,225  tons  in  comparison  with  175,388  tons  in  the  previous  month,  a  gain  of 
almost  100  percent. 

In  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  Far  East  an  increase  of  53,437 
tons,  or  29  percent,  was  recorded  in  the  combined  movement.  The  gain  occurred 
principally  in  the  outward  traffic  from  the  United  States,  and  involved  such  com- 
modities as  raw  cotton,  manufactures  of  iron  and  steel,  tinplate,  phosphates,  and 
general  goods. 

The  combined  cargo  movement  between  Europe  and  the  west  coast  of  the  United 
States-Canada  made  an  increase  of  81,421  tons,  75,582  tons  of  which  was  in  the  Pacific 
to  Atlantic  movement.  Of  the  gain  in  the  latter,  wheat  accounted  for  almost 
31,000  tons  (all  from  Canada),  while  smaller  increases  were  recorded  in  lumber, 
canned  goods,  fresh  and  dried  fruits,  gasoline,  borax,  bran,  etc. 

In  the  smaller  trades  showing  increases  that  between  the  United  States  and 
Australasia  was  comprised  of  8  transits  carrying  47,182  tons  of  cargo  in  October  1933, 
as  compared  with  3  vessels  carrying  9,976  tons  in  the  previous  month.  The  greater 
part  of  the  cargo  was  outbound  from  the  United  States  to  Australasia,  and  included 
increased  shipments  of  sulphur,  automobiles  and  accessories,  lubricating  oil,  and 
asphalt. 

Ships'  Chandlery  Supplies 

Panama  Canal  Storehouses  carry  a  complete  line  of  ships'  chandlery  supplies, 
available  for  sale  to  ships  at  C.  I.  F.  cost  plus  25  per  cent  surcharge  which  covers 
local  freight,  handling,  and  other  costs. 
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Restrictions  on  Services  to  Ships 

During  the  month  of  October  1933  the  President  of  Panama  paid  a  visit  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  and  requested  various  changes  in  the  policies  govern- 
ing the  operations  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  Company,  in  so  far  as 
such  policies  were  believed  to  affect  adversely  the  business  interests  of  Panama.  As 
a  result  of  their  conferences,  the  President  of  the  United  States  has  directed  certain 
changes,  some  of  which  affect  shipping  or  ships'  personnel.  These  changes  are 
outlined  in  the  following  circular  addressed  to  all  concerned  by  the  Governor  of 
The  Panama  Canal  under  date  of  October  25,  1933: 

1.  Sale  by  commissaries  of  "tourist  goods"  for  resale  on  ships  will  be  pro- 
hibited. 

2.  Sale  by  commissaries  of  articles  required  by  ships,  such  as  fuel,  food  sup- 
plies, et  cetera,  will  be  continued. 

3.  Sale  by  commissaries  of  other  articles  to  ships  will  be  made  at  prices  to  be 
determined  after  further  study. 

4.  Sales  to  contractors  and  their  employees  for  their  personal  use  will  be 
restricted  to  those  engaged  exclusively  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
Government  or  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  and  who  actually  reside  in  the 
Canal  Zone. 

5.  Restaurants,  lunch  rooms  and  messes  now  operated  under  contract  will 
be  discontinued  as  soon  as  practicable.  Existing  limitations  on  food  furnished 
at  the  clubhouses  will  be  removed  at  the  same  time. 

6.  The  use  of  the  clubhouses  in  the  Canal  Zone  will  be  limited  to  officers  and 
employees  of  the  United  States  Government  and  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  their  families  and  guests. 

7.  Admission  to  moving  picture  houses  in  the  Canal  Zone  will  be  limited  to 
officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States  Government  and  of  the  Panama 
Railroad  Company  and  their  families  and  guests. 

8.  The  services  of  the  United  States  hospitals  and  dispensaries  in  the  Canal 
Zone  will  be  restricted  to  officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment and  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  and  their  families  and  guests  and 
to  personnel  from  ships,  excepting  only  emergency  cases. 

9.  The  local  delivery  into  the  Republic  of  Panama  and  the  Canal  Zone  from 
"Hold  for  Orders"  goods  in  the  warehouses  in  the  Canal  Zone  will  be  discon- 
tinued on  and  after  December  1,  1933. 

10.  Services  offered  by  the  Panama  Railroad  Company,  such  as  the  washing 
and  pressing  of  clothes,  will  be  restricted  to  officers  and  employees  of  the  United 
States  Government  and  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  and  their  families 
and  guests  and  the  serving  of  ships. 

The  above  provisions  will  be  made  effective  upon  receipt  of  this  circular, 
except  where  otherwise  specifically  provided.  Officers  and  employees  of  the 
United  States  Government  and  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  and  their 
families  will  be  identified  where  necessary  by  commissary  authority  cards  or 
commissar}'  books,  since  for  all  practical  purposes  those  entitled  to  commissary 
privileges  are  the  same  as  these  officers  and  employees  and  this  means  of 
identification  provides  the  most  efficacious  method  of  enforcement. 

The  above  instructions  are  subject  to  revision  after  further  consideration  of 
the  agreements  entered  into  between  the  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America  and  the  President  of  the  Republic  of  Panama  on  October  18,  1933. 

Sales  to  ships:  Subsequent  to  the  issue  of  circular  of  October  25,  1933,  quoted 
above,  The  Panama  Canal,  in  order  to  afford  more  precise  definition  with  respect  to 
paragraphs  1  and  2  of  the  circular,  issued  instructions  that  the  term  "tourist  goods" 
is  construed  to  mean  perfumes,  fancy  toilet  articles  and  wearing  apparel,  and  luxury 
items  having  no  bearing  or  connection  with  necessities  for  crew,  passengers,  or  ship's 
operation. 

With  respect  to  articles  required  by  ships,  the  Canal  has  adopted  the  definition 

of  "sea  stores"  (excepting  "tourist  goods")  and  "ship  stores  and  equipment"  presented 

in  Article  126  of  the  United  States  Customs  Regulations,  paragraphs  (c)  and  (d): 

(c)   "The  term  'sea  stores'  embraces  only  articles  for  use  or  consumption  of 

passengers  and  crew  of  the  ship  upon  its  voyage."      (With  respect  to  commissary 

sales  there  are  excluded  from  sea  stores  those  articles  classed  as  "tourist  goods.") 

(c)   "The  term  'ship  stores  and  equipment'  includes  all  articles,  materials,  and 

supplies  necessary  for  the  navigation,  propulsion,  and  upkeep  of  vessels." 

Hospitals  and  dispensaries:  With  reference  to  the  provision  in  paragraph  8  of 

the  circular  of  October  25,  1933,  restricting  the  services  of  United  States  hospitals  and 

dispensaries  in  the  Canal  Zone  tocertain  classes  which  include  "personnel  from  ships," 
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the  term  "personnel"  is  meant  to  include  passengers  in  transit  as  well  as  members  of 
crews. 

"Canal  Zone  for  Orders" :  With  reference  to  paragraph  9  of  the  circular  of  October 
25,  1933,  The  Panama  Canal  issued  the  following  circular  under  date  of  November  2, 
1933: 

1.  The  Governor's  circular  of  October  25,  1933,  on  the  subject  of  Panama 
Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  activities  provides  in  paragraph  9  as  follows: 

The  local  delivery  into  the  Republic  of  Panama  and  the  Canal  Zone  from  "Canal  Zone  for 
Orders"  goods  in  the  warehouses  in  the  Canal  Zone  will  be  discontinued  on  and  after  December  1, 
1933. 

2.  Goods  may  continue  to  be  shipped  to  "Canal  Zone  for  Orders"  as  heretofore 
under  the  existing  tariff  regulations.  Withdrawal  of  cargo  from  "Canal  Zone  for 
Orders"  for  shipment  to  ports  outside  of  the  Canal  Zone  and  Panama  may  be 
continued  as  heretofore.  Local  withdrawals  from  "Canal  Zone  for  Orders" 
cannot  be  made  on  and  after  December  1,  1933.  The  intent  of  the  paragraph 
as  quoted  above  is  to  prohibit  the  continued  use  of  this  class  of  storage  for  the 
general  local  warehousing  business  which  has  developed. 

3.  The  wharves  and  piers  at  the  Canal  terminals  are  still  available  for  the 
handling  of  cargo  properly  consigned  for  local  delivery  and  such  cargo  may  be 
left  thereon  at  the  discretion  of  the  consignee  under  the  terms  of  the  tariff  in 
effect  at  the  time  of  delivery  of  the  cargo. 

4.  If  prior  to  October  26,  1933,  any  shipper  or  consignee  committed  himself 
to  shipments  under  such  circumstances  that  losses  will  result  if  withdrawals 
thereof  from  "Canal  Zone  for  Orders"  are  not  permitted  subsequent  to  Novem- 
ber 30,  1933,  his  case  may  be  presented  to  the  Receiving  and  Forwarding  Agent 
for  consideration. 

The  following  additional  statement  was  issued  on  November  4,  1933: 

Until  further  notice  and  pending  further  study,  withdrawals  for  delivery  to 
ships  from  "Hold  for  Orders"  will  be  permitted  for  the  class  of  articles,  materials, 
and  supplies  designated  as  "Ships'  Stores  and  Equipment"  necessary  for  the 
navigation,  propulsion,  and  upkeep  of  vessels.  In  case  decision  is  made  to  dis- 
continue or  restrict  this  practice,  30  days  notice  thereof  will  be  given  to  all 
concerned. 


Notices  to  Mariners 

Among  the  notices  to  mariners  issued  by  The  Panama  Canal  during  the  past  month 
the  following  are  of  sufficient  interest  for  publication  in  this  paper. 

Rear  range  target  lights,  Cucaracha  Reach,  Panama  Canal,  were  the  subject  of 
notice  No.  220,  dated  November  1,  1933,  as  follows: 

On  October  26,  1933,  the  rear  range  target  No.  SO,  on  the  southbound  center  line  range  at  Cucaracha 
Reach,  showing  a  fixed  white  light,  was  moved  500  feet  to  the  southeast  on  the  range,  and  a  range 
target  showing  a  fixed  white  light  was  established  on  the  old  position  of  range  target  No.  SO  and 
numbered  50-A,  creating  a  3-target  range. 

Range  lights,  Gamboa  Reach,  Panama  Canal,  were  the  subject  of  notice  No.  225, 
November  2,  1933,  as  follows: 

Concrete  electric  beacon  No.  27,  Gamboa  Reach,  was  removed,  effective  this  date,  due  to  the  Dredging 
Division's  Gamboa  project. 

A  temporary  light,  flashing  white,  will  be  exhibited  on  the  same  position  until  Novernber  6,  1933, 
at  which  time  dredging  operations  will  have  started,  and  light  will  be  permanently  discontinued. 

Nonexistence  of  a  light  at  Porto  Bella  is  reported  in  notice  No.  226,  November  6, 
1933.  quoting  from  notice  issued  by  the  Hydrographic  Office  at  Washington,  October 
28,  1933,  as  follows: 

(2581)  The  fixed  white  light  shown  on  the  charts  195  yards  212°  from  the  northwest  corner  of  Fort 
San  Geronimo  no  longer  exists  and  will  be  expunged. 
Approximate  position,  9°34'  N.,  79°40'  W. 


Smoking  Aboard  Vessels  Carrying  Petroleum  Products  in  Bulk 

The  Panama  Canal  issued  a  circular  to  all  concerned,  under  date  of  October  26, 
1933,  stating  that  until  the  promulgation  of  complete  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  transportation  of  hazardous  cargoes  in  Canal  waters,  the  following  regulations 
shall  apply  to  all  vessels  engaged  in  transporting  in  bulk  petroleum  products  of  a 
flashpoint  below  150°  Fahrenheit: 

(a)  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  Canal  waters  whether  in  loaded  or  ballast 
condition  except  in  officers'  or  crews'  quarters.  The  master  shall  designate  a. 
place  in  the  crews'  quarters  where  Canal  seamen  may  smoke  when  smoking  is 
permissible. 

(b)  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part  of  these  vessels  while  they  are 
in  the  locks  or  within  one-half  mile  of  any  lock. 
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Supplement  to  Tariff  No.  11— Tugs,  Wharfage,  Fuel  and  Diesel  Oils, 
Stevedoring  and  Transferring  Cargo 

The  Panama  Canal  issued  on  October  24,  1933,  supplement  No.  5  to  TarilT  No.  11,. 
making  changes  as  shown  below. 

Under  Item  5,  the  paragraph  1(f),  relative  to  the  use  of  tugs  for  "overdraft" 
vessels,  was  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Any  vessel  arriving  at  a  terminal  port  of  the  Panama  Canal  for  transit  with  a 
mean  draft  in  excess  of  that  allowed  under  the  New  International  Load  Line 
Regulations  for  the  tropical  zone  as  determined  by  American  Bureau  of  Shipping, 
Lloyd's  Register  or  other  certified  credential,  will  be  required  to  take  the  services 
of  a  Panama  Canal  towboat  from  Balboa  sea  buoys  to  Gamboa  Reach  and  from 
north  end  of  Atlantic  locks  to  buoy  No.  3  in  Cristobal  Harbor,  or  vice  versa. 
The  Canal,  however,  reserves  the  rights  to  assign  a  tug  to  any  vessel  when  condi- 
tions exist  that  make  it  advisable  in  the  interest  of  safety,  regardless  of  draft. 
The  charge  for  this  service  will  be  at  the  tariff  rate  of  $35  per  hour,  with  a  maxi- 
mum charge  of  $400  each  way. 

Under  Item  11,  dealing  with  wharfage,  paragraph  15  was  amended  to  read: 

When  a  vessel  does  not  come  to  a  wharf,  but  transfers  cargo  or  passengers 
between  ship  and  shore  in  lighters  or  other  floating  equipment,  charge  shall  be 
made  against  the  vessel  for  wharfage  on  the  equipment  used  at  the  regular  rates 
provided  in  this  tariff;  except  when  a  vessel  transits  the  Canal  and  docks  at 
either  terminal,  and,  at  the  opposite  terminal,  discharges  by  launch  mail  only, 
amounting  to  10  bags  or  less,  no  charge  shall  be  made  against  the  vessel  for 
w'harfage  of  such  launch. 

In  Item  23  the  paragraphs  1  and  2  which  formerly  quoted  prices  for  fuel  oil  and 
Diesel  oil  were  changed  to  a  new  paragraph  1  which  states  that  prices  will  be  quoted 
on  application. 

Under  Item  34,  relative  to  stevedoring  and  transferring  cargo,  paragraph  4,  dealing 
with  dangerous  cargo,  was  expanded  to  read  as  follows,  effective  November  1,  1933: 
The  Panama  Railroad  Company  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  all  explosives, 
highly  inflammable  or  other  dangerous  cargo.  Gasoline,  oil  and  grease,  acid, 
explosives  and  other  inflammable  or  dangerous  cargo  accepted  for  transshipment 
in  quantities  deemed  unsafe  for  storage  on  the  piers  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Receiving  and  Forwarding  Agent,  be  stored  in  cars  in  the  open  yard,  while 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  on-carrying  vessel.  All  "in  transit"  gasoline  in  cases 
will  be  stored  in  cars  until  reforwarded.  A  charge  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  car  per 
day,  or  fraction  of  a  day,  will  be  made  against  the  delivering  vessel  for  the  period 
the  cars  remain  under  load  in  this  service.  Cargo  stored  under  the  provisions 
of  this  rule  will  not  be  subject  to  the  regulations  and  charges  of  paragraph  No. 
1  of  Item  35 — Storage  on  Piers. 


New  Record  of  12.75  Inches  of  Rainfall  in  24  Hours 

A  fall  of  12.75  inches  of  rain  at  France  Field,  Canal  Zone,  in  the  period  from  7  a.m., 
October  19,  to  7  a.m.,  October  20,  1933,  established  a  new  record  for  precipitation 
within  24  hours  for  the  Canal  Zone  and  Panama.  The  heaviest  fall  occurred  from 
1 :30  a.m.  to  4:30  a.m.,  October  20. 

During  the  same  storm,  24-hour  rainfall  totals  for  other  stations  near  the  Atlantic 
end  of  the  Canal  were:  Fleet  Air  Base,  12.14  inches  (estimated);  Gatun,  9.02  inches; 
Cristobal,  7.57  inches.  The  Fort  Randolph  Road  near  France  Field  was  flooded 
to  a  depth  of  4  feet,  and  ordinary  vehicular  traffic  was  suspended  during  the  forenoon 
of  October  20.  The  Bolivar  Highway  was  flooded  for  some  time  near  Mount  Hope 
and  near  Fort  Davis,  and  the  floor  of  the  pumphouse  of  the  oil-handling  plant  at 
Mount  Hope  was  under  12  inches  of  water. 

The  storm  was  accompanied  by  prolonged  sharp  lightning  and  heavy  thunder.

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New  International  Code  of  Signals 

The  Panama  Canal  has  received  from  the  Hydrographic  Office  of  the  United 
States  Navy  Department  copies  of  the  American  edition  of  the  new  international 
code  of  signals  to  be  effective  January  1 ,  1934.  The  code  is  published  in  two  volumes, 
numbered  I  and  II,  H.  O.  No.  87  for  visual  and  sound  signaling  and  H.  O.  No.  88 
for  radio  signaling,  respectively.  Both  volumes  are  on  sale  at  the  branch  hydro- 
graphic  ofifice  at  Cristobal,  at  $1.80  each. 

Revision  of  the  cede  was  initiated  by  Great  Britain  at  the  International  Radio- 
telegraph Conference  in  Washington  in  1927  and  the  compilation  was  completed  in 
December  1930.  According  to  the  prefaces  of  the  two  volumes  the  code  was  to  be 
prepared  in  seven  editorial  editions,  in  English,  French,  German,  Italian,  Japanese, 
Spanish,  and  one  Scandinavian  language,  and  the  chief  changes  can  be  summarized 
as  the  compilation  in  two  volumes;  increase  of  the  flags  by  the  addition  of  10  numeral 
pennants  and  3  substitute  (repeater)  flags;  amendment  of  the  system  of  Morse  signaling 
by  the  introduction  of  procedure  signals  and  bringing  it  into  line  with  radio  teleg- 
raphy, as  far  as  possible  and  practicable;  abandonment  of  the  use  of  distant  signals 
and  of  fixed  semaphore;  and  arrangement  that  the  signal  letters  of  ships  should  be  the 
same  as  their  radio  call  signs  and  consist  of  four  letters  which  indicate  definitely 
the  nationality  of  the  ship  concerned.  With  respect  to  the  radio  section,  other  main 
features  are  the  introduction  of  words  and  phrases  applicable  to  aircraft,  and  develop- 
ment of  an  extensive  medical  section  and  a  code  for  accelerating  the  granting  of 
pratique.  It  is  considered  that  the  medical  section  will  be  of  great  value  in  securing 
correct  medical  advice  in  case  of  illness  or  accident.  The  Panama  Canal  has  requi- 
sitioned a  stock  of  the  new  pennants  and  flags  and  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will 
arrive  on  the  Isthmus  in  December. 


Transfer  of  District  Court  to  Department  o!  Justice 

By  section  6  of  Executive  Order  No.  6166,  dated  June  10,  1933,  issued  by  virtue  of 
the  authority  vested  in  the  President  by  section  16  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1933, 
(Public,  No.  428,  47  Stat.  1517),  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Panama  Canal  Zone  was  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Justice.  The  effective 
date  of  the  transfer  was  made  November  4,  1933,  by  Executive  Order  No.  6301, 
dated  September  30,  1933. 

Under  date  of  November  3,  1933,  the  President  issued  an  Executive  Order,  "Desig- 
nation of  Marshal  as  officer  to  disburse  funds  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  Panama  Canal  Zone,  etc.",  ordering  as  follows: 

1.  Upon  the  transfer  from  the  War  Department  to  the  Department  of  Justice 
of  the  function  of  supervision  over  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  Panama  Canal  Zone,  the  said  court  and  its  personnel  shall  continue  to 
receive  the  perquisities,  privileges,  and  allowances  to  which  they  are  now  en- 
titled and  receiving,  and  the  War  Department  shall  continue  to  furnish,  as  here- 
tofore, to  the  court  and  to  its  personnel  all  necessary  {a)  office  quarters,  equip- 
ment, and  facilities,  {b)  library  facilities,  and  (c)  travel  facilities,  within  the 
Canal  Zone;  and  the  War  Department  shall  not  require  payment  from  the 
Department  of  Justice  for  such  quarters,  equipment,  and  facilities. 

2.  The  Marshal  for  the  Panama  Canal  Zone  shall  disburse  all  funds  under  the 
control  of  the  Department  of  Justice  required  for  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  said  court  and  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
in  such  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Attorney  General. 

3.  This  order  is  not  intended  to  supersede,  or  in  any  wise  affect,  section  4  of 
Executive  Order  No.  6166,  of  June  10,  1933,  insofar  as  said  section  may  become 
applicable  hereto  under  the  provisions  of  Executive  Order  No.  6224,  of  Jul}'  27, 
1933. 

4.  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  numbered  (3),  all  prior  Executive  Orders 
are  hereby  revoked  insofar,  and  to  such  extent,  as  they  may  be  in  conflict  or 
inconsistent  with  this  order.

The  Consular  officers  of  the  United  States  at  seaports  a!I  over  the  world  are  ex  officio  representatives 
of  The  Panama  Canal  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  information  to  shipping  and  allied  interests  as  to 
conditions.charges,  etcat  the  Panama  Canal  affecting  the  operation  of  ships.  The  current  publications 
of  The  Panama  Canal  of  interest  to  shipping  are  furnished  to  the  Consular  officers  and  tiled  tor  reference. 

It  is  not  desired  that  inquiries  of  a  general  nature  be  addressed  to  the  Consular  officers,  or  that  they 
be  burdened  with  requests  which  should  be  made  direct  to  The  Panama  Canal ;  but  ships'  operators  who 
may  not  be  sufficiently  advised  as  to  charges,  supplies,  facilities,  etc.,  at  the  Canal  will  often  save  time 
by  applying  to  the  nearest  American  Consul.

Lubricating  Oils 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  different  kinds  of  lubricating  oil  carried  in  stock  at 
Panama  Canal  storehouses,  and  a  brief  description  of  each  of  the  oils  with  a  statement 
of  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  generally  used. 

Requisitions  and  orders  for  oils  placed  with  the  storekeepers  should  state  the  name 
(including  number,  if  any)  of  the  oil  desired  exactly  as  given  on  the  following  list: 

STATEMENT  OF  STANDARD  LUBRICATING  OILS  AND  THEIR  USES. 

OILS,  FORCE  FEED  AND  MOTOR  CYLINDER. 

Medium.  No.  2135.- — A  medium  oil  for  the  lubrication  of  main  turbines  not  driving  through  reduction 
gears,  dynamos,  and  small  internal  combustion  engines.     Not  to  be  used  for  steam  cylinder  lubrication. 

Heavy,  No.  2190. — A  heavy  oil  that  will  separate  quickly  from  water.  For  the  lubrication  of  turbines 
with  reduction  gears,  medium  size  internal  combustion  engines,  and  forced  feed  on  main  engines.  A 
heavy  bodied  oi!  for  use  on  auxiliary  equipment. 

Extra  heavy.  No.  2250.— An  extra  heavy  oil  for  the  lubrication  of  medium  size  internal  combustion 
engines,  power  cylinders,  air  compressors,  and  bearings  of  Diesel  engines. 

Ultra  heavy.  No.  2310. — An  ultra  heavy  oil  for  the  lubrication  of  power  cylinders,  air  compressors, 
and  bearings  of  large  Diesel  engines. 

Tractor,  heavy.  No.  3100. — A  very  heavy  body  oi!  for  aircraft  engines,  high  speed  gasoline  engines, 
motor  trucks,  motor  boats,  motorcycles,  and  Diesel  engines  S.  A.  E.-50. 

Diesel  engine  lubricating. — For  Diesel  engines. 


OILS,  MISCELLANEOUS. 

Ammonia  cylinder  (gun  and  ice  machine  grade  No.  125). — A  refined  petroleum  oil  without  the 
adrnixture  of  fatty  oils,  resins,  soap,  or  oiher  compounds  not  derived  from  petroleum.  For  the  lubri- 
cation of  the  cylinders  of  ice  machines,  pneumatic  tools,  and  hydraulic  systems. 

Car  and  locomotive. — A  lubricant  on  journals  of  all  cais,  passenger  coaches,  steam  and  electric  loco- 
motives. 

Castor. — Grade  "A."    Used  for  lubricating  purposes  of  the  highest  grade. 

Cutrite,  soluble  cutting. — A  mixture  of  soluble  alkali  soap  in  mineral  and  fixed  saponifiable  oils.  For 
use  in  turret  lathes  and  bolt  machines. 

Fish. — Used  as  a  rust  preventive  and  for  tempering. 

Lard. — For  use  on  pipe  cutting  and  threading  machines. 

Insulating. — Switch  (Electrical  Division) . 

Insulating. — Transformer  (Electrical  Division). 

Lubricant  (gear,  chain  and  wire  rope). — For  lubrication  and  protection  of  chains,  wire  rope,  and  gears 
of  cranes,  dredges,  steam  shovels,  etc. 

Machine,  odorless. — For  use  on  typewriters. 

Marine  engine.  No.  -1065,  com  founded. — A  compound  of  mineral  with  vegetable  oil  for  the  lubrication 
of  reciprocating  engines  and  auxiliaries  where  oiling  is  done  by  hand  or  through  wick  feed  or  drop  oilers, 
also  for  thrust  bearings.     Must  not  be  used  for  circulating  of  forced  feed  systems. 

Mineral  steam  cylinder.  No.  5150. — For  use  on  reciprocating  steam  engines  using  dry  saturated 
steam.     For  noncondensing  steam  engine  cylinder  lubrication  (valve  oil). 

Mineral  steam  cylinder,  superheated. — For  use  on  reciprocating  steam  engines  using  superheated 
Bieam. 

Nentsfoot. — For  softening  and  preserving  leather. 

Solvent. — Rust-preventing  lubricant,  for  general  use. 

Sperm. — Used  principally  by  U.  S.  Navy.

New  Drydock  at  Atlantic  Terminal  of  Canal 

The  Panama  Canal  drydock  at  the  Cristobal  Shops  was  placed  in  use  on  December 
13,  1933,  after  having  been  shut  down  for  one  year,  during  which  it  was  entirely 
rebuilt  to  larger  dimensions  and  provided  with  a  modern  pumping  plant.  The  new 
dock  was  described  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record  of  August  15,  1933.  It  can 
receive  vessels  366  feet  in  length,  or  slightly  longer,  up  to  64  feet  beam  and  drawing 
nearly  21  feet  of  water.  For  larger  vessels  there  is  the  drydock  at  Balboa  of  1,000 
feet  available  length. 


Restrictions  on  Services  to  Ships 

Under  the  above  heading  there  was  published  in  The  P.\nama  Canal  Record  of 
November  15,  1933,  statement  that  sale  of  "tourist  goods"  by  the  Canal  commissaries 
for  resale  on  ships  would  be  prohibited;  that  sale  of  articles  required  by  ships,  such 
as  fuel,  food  supplies,  etc.,  would  be  continued;  and  that  sale  by  commissaries  of 
other  articles  to  ships  would  be  made  at  prices  to  be  determined  after  further  study. 
It  has  since  been  decided  that  sales  to  ships  will  be  restricted  to  articles  required  for 
ships'  stores  and  equipment. 


Supplement  to  Tariff  No.  11— Coal;  Provisions  and  Supplies 

The  Panama  Canal  issued  on  November  23,  1933,  supplement  No.  6  to  Tariff 
No.  11,  making  changes  as  shown  below. 

Under  Item  22,  Coal,  paragraph  5  has  been  changed  to  state  that  the  prices  for 
coal  and  rates  for  services  in  connection  with  its  delivery  are,  effective  December  1, 
1933,  as  follows:  Per  ton  of  2,240  lbs.

Under  item  25,  Provisions  and  Supplies,  a  new  paragraph  has  been  added,  effective 
November  20,  1933,  as  follows: 
3.  Delivery  by  launch — 

(a)  A  flat  charge  of  $3  for  launch  service  will  be  made  for 
each  delivery  to  vessels  in  the  harbor  at  Balboa  or 
Cristobal. 
(6)  Full  tariff  rate  for  launch  service  will  be  charged  for  each 
delivery  to  vessels  at  the  outer  anchorage  at  Balboa. 

Reduction  in  Charges  for  Commercial  Radio  Messages  To  and  From  Ships 

The  Commandant  of  the  15th  Naval  District  has  advised  The  Panama  Canal  that 
station  charges  on  ship-shore  commercial  traffic  through  the  radio  stations  at  Gatun, 
Balboa,  and  Cape  Mala  have  been  reduced  to  10  cents  per  word,  making  the  total 
charges  per  word  20  cents  to  all  vessels  except  those  of  Spanish  and  Swedish  registry, 
and  18  cents  per  word  to  Spanish  and  Swedish  vessels. 

Notice  to  Mariners 

In  notice  to  mariners  No.  244,  dated  December  11,  1933,  it  was  stated  that  the 
Governor  has  been  informed  that  certain  merchant-ships  equipped  with  radio  direc- 
tion finders,  have,  upon  approaching  Toro  Point,  taken  reverse  bearings  on  the 
Toro  Point  (NQB)  transmitter  as  a  check  upon  the  accuracy  of  their  own  direction 
finders.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  transmitter  for  Toro  Point  is 
located  at  Darien  and  not  on  the  breakwater  at  Colon.  The  location  of  the  Toro 
Point  Direction  Finder  Station  as  given  on  page  21  of  the  Radio  Aids  to  Navigation 
1930  (H.  O.  No.  205),  is  as  follows:

The  Commandant  of  the  Fifteenth  Naval  District  has  also  informed  the  Governor 
that  the  radio  direction  finder  stations  at  Toro  Point  (NQB)  and  Cape  Mala  (NGR) 
have  recently  been  re-equipped  and  re-calibrated.  Accurate  bearings  from  these 
stations  are  dependent  upon  the  proficiency  of  the  personnel,  which  can  only  be 
maintained  by  constant  practice.  The  Commandant  would  appreciate  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  masters  of  all  merchant  vessels  in  making  requests  for  bearings  a  matter 
of  routine  when  approaching  Cape  Mala  or  Toro  Point. 


Oil  Tanker  Carries  Cargo  of  Wheat 

The  oil  tanker  Phoenix,  owned  by  the  American  Tankers  Corporation  and  under' 
charter  to  the  Continental  Grain  Company,  transited  the  Canal  on  November  23, 
1933,  with  7,116  tons  of  wheat  shipped  from  Portland,  Oreg.,  to  Galveston,  Tex. 
Shipments  of  grain  in  tank  ships  through  the  Panama  Canal  have  been  very  rare,  the 
transit  of  the  Phoenix  constituting,  it  is  believed,  the  first  passage  of  a  tanker  with 
grain  in  at  least  ten  years.  In  The  Panama  Canal  Rfxord  of  August  17,  1921, 
mention  was  made  of  the  tdink^v  Swif twin d  which  transited  on  August  10,  1921,  with 
a  load  of  10,034  tons  of  grain  from  Portland,  Oreg.,  to  Spezia,  Italy.

Restrictions  on  Services  to  Ships 

Under  the  above  heading  the  statement  was  made  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record 
of  December  15,  1933,  that  sales  by  the  Canal  commissaries  to  ships  will  be  re- 
stricted to  articles  required  for  "ships'  stores  and  equipment."  The  expression 
should  have  been  "  'sea  stores'  and  'ship  stores  and  equipment'  "  as  it  is  the  practice 
to  sell  "sea  stores"  also.  Definitions  of  these  terms  were  published  in  the  Record 
of  November  15,  1933.

Supplement  to  Tariff  No.  11— Alcoholic  Liquors 

The  Panama  Canal  issued  on  December  20,  1933,  to  become  effective  January  1, 
1934,  Supplement  No.  7  to  Tariff  No.  11,  which  annuls  subparagraph  (s)  of  para- 
graph 2  in  Item  39  thereof. 

This  supplement  operates  to  reduce  Panama  Railroad  local  freight  rates  on  alco- 
holic liquors,  not  otherwise  indexed  by  name,  by  canceling  the  present  ratings  on 
this  commodity,  which  now  constitute  an  e.xception  to  the  Official  Freight  Classi- 
fication, and  substituting  therefor  the  Official  Ratings  provided  by  Consolidated 
Freight  Classification  No.  8,  supplements  thereto  and  reissues  thereof,  issued  under 
authority  of  the  United  States  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

Notices  to  Mariners 

In  Panama  Canal  notice  to  mariners  No.  252,  dated  January  2,  1934,  it  was  stated 
that  the  following  changes  were  made,  effective  December  29,  1933: 

Electric  rear  center  line  range  target  No.  44-A,  at  north  end  of  Gaillard  Cut, 
was  changed  to  No.  44;  electric  front  center  line  range  target  No.  44,  at  north  end 
of  Gaillard  Cut,  was  changed  to  No.  43;  and  an  electric  center  line  range  target  No. 
44-A  located  on  a  mast  39  feet  above  the  ground  with  a  100-watt  lamp,  fi.xed  green, 
was  established.  This  light  is  between  the  front  and  rear  range  target  at  the  north 
end  of  Gaillard  Cut. 

Panama  Canal  notice  to  mariners  No.  258,  issued  January  12,  1934,  advises  that 
dredging  operations  have  been  discontinued  in  the  vicinity  of  station  1505  VV.,  at 
the  north  end  of  Bas  Obispo  Reach.

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Steering  Orders 

The  Panama  Canal,  Executive  Department, 

Balboa  Heights,  C.Z.,  February  7,  1934. 

To  all  concerned.— On  and  after  March  20,  1934,  steering  orders  on  all  vessels 
operating  in  Canal  Zone  waters  shall  be  given  in  the  direct  sense  and  the  terms 
RIGHT  and  LEFT  shall  be  used;  that  is,  when  the  ship  is  going  ahead  an  order  con- 
taining the  word  RIGHT  shall  only  be  used  when  it  is  intended  that  the  wheel, 
the  rudder  blade  and  the  ship's  head  shall  all  move  to  the  right.  Examples;  "Right 
Rudder";  "Right  Full  Rudder";  "Right  a  Little."

Notice  to  Mariners 


Republic  of  Panama,  Pacific  Coast,  Bahia  Honda,  additional  shoals  discovered.  The 
U.S.S.  Hannibal  reports  by  radio  that  while  sounding  for  tide  gauge  locations  in 
Bahia  Honda,  the  following  additional  shoals  were  discovered: 

Referring  to  Hydrographic  Office  Chart  No.  1,040  the  shoal  north  of  Guarida  Point 
extends  175  yards  farther  north  than  shown,  with  a  minimum  depth  of  4  feet  on  the 
north  end. 

The  shoal  shown  to  the  northeast  of  Penoso  Point  joins  the  mainland  with  a  mini- 
mum depth  of  4  feet. 

A  new  shoal  bearing  286  degrees  550  yards  from  the  center  of  Sapo  Island  extends 
175  yards  east  and  west  by  125  yards  north  and  south,  with  a  minimum  depth  of  4 
feet. 

An  additional  shoal  extends  from  the  mainland  north  of  Chinches  Island  to  a  point 
525  yards  bearing  49  degrees  from  the  center  of  Chinches  Island,  with  a  minimum 
depth  of  4  feet.

The  Consular  officers  of  the  United  States  at  seaports  all  over  the  world  are  ex  officio  representatives 
of  The  Panama  Canal  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  information  to  shipping  and  allied  interests  as  to 
conditions,  charges,  etc.,  at  the  Panama  Canal  affecting  the  operation  of  ships.  The  current  publications 
of.The  Panama  Canal  of  interest  to  shipping  are  furnished  to  the  Consular  officers  and  filed  for  reference. 

It  is  not  desired  that  inquiries  of  a  general  nature  be  addressed  to  the  Consular  officers,  or  that  they 
be  burdened  with  requests  which  should  be  made  direct  to  The  Panama  Canal;  but  ships'  operators  who 
may  not  be  sufficiently  advised  as  to  charges,  supplies,  facilities,  etc.,  at  the  Canal  will  often  save  time 
by  applying  to  the  nearest  American  Consul.

Passengers 

Ocean  ship  passengers  disembarking  at  Cristobal  numbered  1,710;  embarking, 
1,607;  at  Balboa,  923  disembarking  and  703  embarking.  Passengers  passing  through 
the  Canal  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  numbered  3,624;  from  the  Pacific  to  the 
Atlantic,  2,840.  Aircraft  numbering  40  entered  Cristobal,  and  122  passengers  disem- 
barked; clearances  were  40,  with  99  passengers  embarking.  There  were  no  entries 
or  clearances  of  aircraft  at  Balboa. 

Supplement  to  Navigation  Regulations— Hazardous  Cargoes 

The  Panama  Canal  issued  under  date  of  February  15,  1934,  Supplement  No.  4 
to  the  Navigation  Regulations,  establishing  regulations  for  the  transportation  of 
hazardous  cargoes  in  Canal  Zone  waters.  The  new  regulations  become  effective 
one  month  from  date  of  issue,  i.e.,  on  March  15,  1934,  except  that  when  structural 
changes  in  vessels  are  necessarj'  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  a  period 
of  six  months  from  date  of  issue  will  be  allowed  in  which  to  make  such  changes,  i.e., 
until  August  15,  1934. 

The  regulations  are  based  on  those  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission of  the  United  States  and  on  modern  commercial  safety  practices,  with  some 
modifications  as  required  by  the  special  conditions  encountered  in  the  transit  of 
vessels  through  the  Panama  Canal. 

Copies  of  the  supplement  have  been  distributed  to  the  offices  of  steamship  lines 
and  agencies  on  the  mailing  list  of  The  Panama  Canal. 

Supplement  to  Tariff  No.  11— Dry  docks 

Rates  for  use  of  the  rebuilt  385-foot  drydock  at  Cristobal  were  published  by  The 
Panania  Canal  in  Supplement  No.  8  to  Tariff  No.  11,  dated  January  18,  1934,  to 
be  eft'ective  February  1,  1934.  They  are  based  on  tonnage  measurement  and  are 
the  same  as  for  the  1,000-foot  drydock  at  Balboa,  namely,  15  cents  per  ton  for  the 
docking  day,  12  cents  per  ton  for  each  lay  day.  On  merchant  steamers  and  army 
and  navy  transports,  colliers,  hospital  ships  and  supply  ships  the  charges  are  per  gross 
ton,  Panama  Canal  measurement;  on  merchant  sailing  vessels  they  are  per  net  ton, 
Panama  Canal  measurement;  and  on  men-of-war  the  charges  are  per  ton,  actual 
displacement  tonnage.  The  proviso  is  made  that  where  the  actual  cost  to  The 
Panama  Canal  is  greater  than  the  charges  levied  under  the  scale  quoted,  minimum 
charges  as  indicated  below  will  apply.  The  minimum  charge. for  drydocking  will  be 
the  actual  cost  of  setting  blocks  and  hauling  the  vessel,  plus  per  diem  charges  to  cover 
pumping,  supervision  and  the  use  of  the  drydock,  applied  as  follows:

Steamship  "Brion"  Sinks  in  Gatun  Lake 

The  Dutch  steamship  Brion  of  761  gross  tons,  sank  in  Gatun  Lake,  well  clear  of 
the  channel  on  January  21,  1934.  The  vessel  was  in  transit  northbound  through  the 
Canal  en  route  from  Guayaquil  to  Cristobal  with  appro.ximately  695  tons  of  cargo, 
consisting  of  coffee,  cacao,  ivory  nuts,  etc.,  aboard. 

The  vessel  made  a  normal  transit  of  the  Canal  until  about  1:15  p.m.,  while  in 
Gatun  Lake,  when  she  suddenly  listed  about  five  degrees  to  port.  The  master  and 
crew  were  unable  to  discover  the  cause  of  the  list,  nor  could  the  vessel  be  brought 
back  to  normal  trim.  As  the  list  increased,  the  ship  was  taken  out  of  the  channel 
into  an  unused  part  of  Gatun  Lake.  When  the  list  continued  to  increase  the  vessel's 
bow  was  shoved  against  the  bank  of  the  Lake  in  an  attempt  to  save  her  by  beaching, 
but  she  slid  away  from  the  bank  and  turned  over  on  her  port  beam  and  sank  in 
approximately  13  fathoms  of  water,  with  her  bow  150  feet  from  the  east  bank  of  the 
Gatun  Anchorage  Basin.     The  crew  were  taken  off  prior  to  her  sinking. 

Investigation  has  failed  to  determine  the  cause  for  the  sinking  but  found  that  there 
was  no  evidence  of  negligence  or  want  of  care  on  the  part  of  any  employee  or  official 
of  the  Panama  Canal.  

Executive  Order— Amendment  of  Executive  Order  No.  3761  Relating 
to  Interest  on  Deposit  Money  Orders 

Executive  Order  No.  3761  of  December  6,  1922,  relating  to  interest  on  deposit 
money  orders  issued  in  the  Canal  Zone,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

By  virtue  of  and  pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  me  by  section  2  of  the  act  of 
February  16, 1933  (ch.89,  47  Stat.  812),  the  following  regulations  are  hereby  prescribed: 

1.  Deposit  money  orders  issued  by  the  Canal  Zone  Postal  Service  on  or  after 
April  1,  1934,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five-eighths  of  1  per  centum  for  each 
period  of  3  full  calendar  months  from  date  of  issue.  Interest  shall  be  payable  when 
the  order  is  paid  but  shall  not  accrue  for  more  than  3  years. 

2.  Deposit  money  orders  issued  by  the  Canal  Zone  Postal  Service  prior  to  April  1, 
1934,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  three-fourths  of  1  per  centum  from  date  of 
issue  for  any  period  or  periods  of  3  full  calendar  months  ending  between  April  1, 
1934,  and  June  30,  1934,  inclusive.  For  subsequent  periods  the  rate  of  interest  shall 
be  the  same  as  that  provided  in  the  preceding  paragraph  of  this  order. 

3.  On  all  deposit  money  orders  interest  shall  be  payable  when  the  orders  are  paid 
but  shall  not  accrue  for  more  than  3  years. 

4.  The  Governor  of  the  Panama  Canal  is  hereby  authorized  to  prescribe  such  de- 
tailed rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  this  order.

Ocean  ship  passengers  disembarking  at  Cristobal  numbered  1,554;  embarking  1,688; 
at  Balboa,  630  disembarking  and  989  embarking.  Passengers  passing  through  the 
Canal  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  numbered  3,587,  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlan- 
tic, 3,744.  Aircraft  numbering  38  entered  Cristobal,  and  135  passengers  disembarked; 
clearances  were  43,  with  114  passengers  embarking;  at  Balboa  entries  of  aircraft 
were  2,  with  4  passengers;  clearances,  2,  with  no  passengers  embarking. 


High  Net  Tonnage  in  March  1934 

The  net  tonnage  (Panama  Canal  measurement),  of  the  538  commercial  vessels 
transiting  the  Panama  Canal  during  the  month  of  March  1934,  aggregating  2.703,372 
tons,  was  the  highest  net  tonnage  of  any  month  of  March  since  the  opening  of  the 
Canal.  The  previous  high  March  net  tonnage  (Panama  Canal  measurement)  oc- 
curred in  1929  when  this  feature  aggregated  2,567,961  (on  536  ships).  The  number 
of  transits  (538)  and  the  amount  of  tolls  collected  last  month  ($2,281,485.72)  each 
were  exceeded  once  in  March  traffic — the  number  of  transits  in  1928  when  542  vessels 
passed  through,  and  the  tolls  in  1929  when  $2,343,865.55  were  collected.  Cargo 
tonnage  was  comparatively  low,  the  2,465,387  tons  passing  through  last  month  having 
been  exceeded  in  March  of  1926  (2,607,046  tons),  1927  (2,533,525  tons),  1929  (2,743,- 
768  tons),  and  1930  (2,558,238  tons).

Panama  Canal  notice  to  mariners  No.  282,  dated  March  23,  1934,  stated  that  the 
U.S.S.  Hannibal  reported  that  a  preliminary  investigation  of  Montijo  Bay  and 
western  approaches,  Pacific  coast  of  Panama,  indicated  that  H.O.  chart  No.  1018 
is  not  to  be  relied  on  for  navigation  purposes  in  that  vicinity.  Eastern  approaches 
not  yet  investigated. 

Notice  to  mariners  No.  285,  dated  March  27,  1934,  advised  that  bank  lights  at 
stations  1535-W  and  1545-W,  Panama  Canal,  were  temporarily  discontinued,  due 
to  dredging  operations,  on  March  20,  1934;  and  bank  light  at  station  1565-W, 
Gaillard  Cut,  was  temporarily  discontinued,  due  to  dredging  operations,  on  March  24, 
1934. 

Notice  to  mariners  No.  286  advises  of  a  shoal  off  Naranjas  Island,  Panama,  in  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  about  7°  20'  N.  by  80°  57'  W.  This  notice  quotes  advice  received 
from  the  U.S.S.  Hannibal  as  follows:  "Shoal  found,  bearing  300°  true  from  surveying 
signal  on  top  of  center  of  Naranjas  Island,  distance  1^  miles.  Least  depth  of  water 
over  shoal,  9  feet." 

Overtime— Customs  and  Quarantine  Service 

Beginning  April  1,  1.934,  a  10  percent  deduction  was  made  effective  on  bills  against 
vessels  for  customs  and  quarantine  service  at  Canal  terminal  ports  outside  of  regular 
hours,  instead  of  15  percent  as  directed  in  paragraph  3  of  the  circular  dated  April  25, 
1933. 

Effective  July  1,  1934,  5  percent  will  be  deducted  from  such  bills  instead  of  10 
percent  as  indicated  in  the  first  paragraph  hereof. 


Applications  for  Positions  as  Pilot  in  the  Panama  Canal  Service 

During  the  depression  in  shipping  The  Panama  Canal  has  employed  no  new  per- 
sonnel for  pilots.  The  result  is  that  the  applications  for  employment  now  on  file  are 
largely  out  of  date,  and  although  there  is  no  immediate  Indication  of  need  of  addi- 
tional pilots,  the  Canal  would  be  pleased  to  receive  applications  from  qualified 
American  citizens.  Applications  should  be  addressed  to  The  Panama  Canal, 
Washington,  D.C. 

The  basic  qualifications  are:  -United  States  citizenship;  high  school  education  or 
two  years  of  high  school  plus  a  course  in  a  state  nautical  training  school;  master's 
license  for  unlimited  tonnage  on  seagoing  vessels,  or  both  master's  and  pilot's  un- 
limited license  on  inland  or  Great  Lakes  steamers;  10  years  seagoing  experience,  7  years 
of  which  as  an  officer,  and  one  of  the  7  years  as  master;  good  health,  and  age  not  over 
35  years.  Preference  will  be  given  to  ex-service  men  of  the  Navy  and  Coast  Guard 
and  men  employed  on  floating  equipment  of  The  Panama  Canal,  and  age  limit  will 
be  extended  in  such  cases  not  to  e.xceed  5  years. 


Record  Travel  on  Thatcher  Ferry 

During  the  month  of  March  1934,  the  Thatcher  Ferry  transported  across  the 
Canal  20,455  motor  cars  of  all  descriptions  and  111,450  passengers.  This  is  the 
largest  number  of  cars  and  passengers  transported  across  the  Canal  in  one  month 
In  the  history  of  ferry  service.  The  heaviest  single  day's  travel  on  the  ferry,  however, 
is  not  included  within  the  month  of  March  1934,  but  is  February  22,  1934,  when 
1,371  motor  cars  and  8,713  passengers  were  handled. 
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Reconstruction  of  Cristobal  Shops,  Atlantic  Terminal 

The  rebuilding  of  the  drydock  at  Cristobal  (reopened  December  13,  1933)  as 
described  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record  of  August  15,  1933,  was  one  feature  of  a 
program  of  reconstructing  and  modernizing  the  repair  shops  and  drydock  at  the 
Atlantic  terminal  of  the  Panama  Canal  which  was  begun  in  1927  and  has  now  ad- 
vanced to  about  95  percent  of  completion.  Of  all  of  the  proposed  new  buildings, 
only  the  foundry  remains  to  be  constructed.  The  Mechanical  Division  has  now 
at  Cristobal  both  a  modern  drydock  and  a  modern  repair  plant  in  full  working 
order  which  facilities  are  offered  and  are  available  always  to  commercial  shipping 
and  naval  vessels  as  well  as  to  the  Canal  itself. 

The  new  buildings  are  of  steel  and  concrete  of  modern  design,  equipped  with  travel- 
ing cranes  and  abundantly  supplied  with  railroad  and  locomotive  crane  trackage  and 
other  weight-handling  facilities.  They  replaced  the  former  wooden  buildings  built 
by  the  French  Canal  Company  when  the  drydock  was  first  built  in  1886.  While 
nominally  French  buildings,  they  had  been  repaired  so  often  and  so  extensively  that 
little  of  the  original  material  remained.  At  the  same  time  that  new  fireproof  shops 
were  provided,  the  Supply  Department  built  new  fireproof  storehouses  for  engineering 
materials  adjacent  to  the  shops.  The  reconstruction  of  the  shops  began  in  March 
1928  and  has  continued  since  without  interruption,  the  buildings  being  replaced  one 
at  a  time  and  the  shops  being  kept  in  operation  without  interference  in  any  department 
except  the  drydock. 

The  ground  plan  of  the  new  plant  is  radically  different  from  the  old.  The  arrange- 
ment of  the  buildings  has  been  patterned  after  that  of  the  Balboa  Shops.  The  boiler 
shop,  pipe,  sheet  metal  and  forge  shop,  and  machine  shop  are  placed  at  right  angles 
to  the  drydock  and  have  crane  runway  extensions  out  of  the  ends  of  the  buildings, 
from  which  heavy  material  can  be  placed  on  railroad  cars  or  can  be  reached  by  the 
drydock  crane  and  placed  on  board  ships  in  the  drydock.  The  compressor  and  pump 
building  was  placed  near  the  head  of  the  drydock  in  order  to  make  the  underground 
culverts  for  unwatering  the  dock  as  short  as  possible.  The  main  electrical  switch- 
boards are  also  located  in  this  building,  from  which  current  is  distributed  to  all  of  the 
other  buildings  and  to  outlets  along  the  dock  walls.  The  elevations  of  the  old  build- 
ings followed  more  or  less  the  natural  contour  of  the  land  and  were  from  4.5  feet  to 
6.5  feet  above  mean  sea  level  while  the  floors  of  all  the  new  buildings  were  raised  to 
7.5  feet.     This  provided  much  better  surface  drainage  in  and  around  the  buildings. 

The  main  offices  and  paint  and  rigger  shops  were  moved  to  the  opposite  side  of  the 
drydock  from  the  other  buildings.  The  paint  and  rigger  shops  are  now  in  a  con- 
crete building  formerly  occupied  by  one  of  the  sections  of  the  storehouse  and  the 
offices  in  a  building  formerly  used  by  the  Navy.  From  the  office  building  a  clear 
view  can  be  had  of  activities  not  only  in  the  drydock  but  over  the  entire  shop  area. 

It  has  been  necessary  in  the  entire  building  program  to  plan  the  location  of  the 
buildings,  the  order  in  which  they  were  to  be  erected  and  the  actual  erection  so  that 
there  would  be  the  least  possible  interference  with  the  regular  work  carried  on  by  the 
shops.  A  number  of  new  machines  were  purchased  to  replace  obsolete  and  worn-out 
ones  that  had  been  in  service  20  to  25  years.  In  these  cases  the  new  ones  were  in- 
stalled and  put  into  operation  before  the  ones  being  replaced  were  removed.  All  of 
the  machines  in  the  new  buildings  are  individually  motor-driven  in  order  to  allow 
them  to  be  operated  separately  as  required.  The  new  machines  were  purchased  with 
motors  while  the  machines  that  were  in  good  condition,  but  in  group  drives,  were 
provided  with  motors  and  controllers  purchased  to  suit  their  individual  requirements. 

The  first  building  constructed  was  the  boiler  shop,  which  is  316  feet  3  inches  long 
by  48  feet  7  inches  wide.  A  length  of  63  feet  3  inches.at  one  end  is  used  by  the  General 
Storekeeper  for  storing  steel  plate  and  other  material  and  the  balance  is  used  for 
manufacturing  structural  steel  work.  This  section  contains  the  bending  rolls, 
punches,  shears,  electric  and  gas-welding  equipment,  furnaces,  etc.,  and  is  served  by 
a  5-ton  electric  overhead  crane  traveling  the  full  length  of  the  building.  The  second 
built  was  the  toilet  building,  for  both  gold  and  silver  employees,  which  is  114  feet 
I  inch  long  by  22  feet  10  inches  wide. 

The  next  building  was  the  pipe,  sheet  metal,  and  forge  shop,  which  is  231  feet  11 
inches  long  by  48  feet  7  inches  wide.  Sixty-three  feet  3  inches  of  one  end  is 
occupied  by  the  forge  shop  which  contains  the  forges,  furnaces,  hammers,  etc.  The 
remainder  contains  the  benches  and  machinery  necessary  to  handle  the  pipe,  sheet- 
metal  and  copper  work.  This  building  has  been  provided  with  a  runway  for  the 
future  installation  of  an  electric  overhead  traveling  crane. 

The  machine  shop  followed  this  building  and  is  231  feet  11  inches  long  by  119  feet 
4  inches  wide.  It  consists  of  two  adjoining  rows  of  transverse  bents,  the  center  row 
of  columns  dividing  the  building  in  two  sections,  one  of  which  contains  the  machines 
and  lay-out  tables  and  the  other  the  tool  room  and  erecting  floor.     A  20-ton  electric 
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overhead  traveling  crane  serves  the  machine  section  while  one  of  40-ton  capacity 
serves  the  other. 

The  wood  shop,  just  completed,  is  168  feet  8  inches  long  by  60  feet  8  inches  wide 
and  is  lower  in  height  since  an  overhead  traveling  crane  is  not  required.  The  distance 
from  floor  to  under  side  of  roof  trusses  is  21  feet,  while  the  corresponding  distance  in 
the  three  other  main  buildings  is  36  feet. 

The  air  compressors  and  drydock  pumping  equipment  will  be  in  one  building  126 
feet  6  inches  long  by  48  feet  7  inches  wide.  The  section,  84  feet  4  inches  long,  for  the 
compressors  was  built  in  1930,  while  the  remaining  part  for  the  pumps  is  now  in  the 
final  stages  of  completion.  A  hand-operated  10-ton  overhead  traveling  crane  serves 
both  sections  of  the  building.  ^ 

A  modern  concrete  building  within  the  area  formerly  used  as  a  storehouse  has  been 
altered  and  fitted  up  as  a  combined  paint  shop,  rigging  loft,  sail  loft,  mould  loft,  and 
workshop  for  marine  electricians.     This  building  is  96  feet  by  242  feet  in  ground  area. 

The  plans  for  the  foundry  have  been  completed  but  the  construction  of  the  building 
will  probably  not  be  started  for  a  year  or  two.  It  is  planned  to  be  84  feet  4  inches 
long  by  48  feet  7  inches  wide  and  21  feet  to  underside  of  main  roof  trusses.  The  old 
foundry  will  serve  meanwhile.  The  new  foundry  would  complete  the  rebuilding 
program. 

All  tools  have  individual  electric  drive.  Among  the  modern  tools  installed  in  these 
shops  are  boring  mills  up  to  a  9-foot  table,  planers  up  to  5  feet  by  5  feet  by  26  feet, 
slotters  up  to  30  inches,  lathes  up  to  48  inches,  full  size  milling  machines,  grinders, 
drilling  machines  and  other  machine  shop  tools,  18-foot  plate  bending  rolls  and  a 
similar  sized  heavy  flanging  clamp,  horizontal  and  vertical  punches  and  shears  to 
handle  the  heaviest  ship  or  boiler  plate,  plate  and  angle  furnaces,  steam  hammers  up 
to  2,500  pounds,  pipe  threading  machines  up  to  12  inches,  a  complete  sawmill  and 
complete  woodworking  machinery  for  ship  timbers  as  well  as  for  joiner  and  cabinet 
work.  Facilities  exist  for  both  electric  and  acetylene  welding  and  cutting,  small  iron 
or  brass  castings  can  be  produced  without  recourse  to  Balboa,  and  there  is  a  complete 
equipment  of  pneumatic  tools  in  all  varieties  together  with  compressors  to  supply 
3,750  cubic  feet  of  compressed  air  per  minute. 

The  equipment  of  these  shops  permits  all  ordinary  repairs  to  ordinary  vessels  and 
an)'  kind  of  repairs  to  small  vessels.  Machining  or  falDrication  of  material  beyond 
the  capacity  of  the  Cristobal  Shops  can  be  performed  at  the  Balboa  Shops  of  the 
same  operating  division  and  shipped  to  Cristobal  for  installation.  Ships  too  large  or 
wovk  too  heavy  for  the  Cristobal  Shops  can  be  accommodated  at  the  Balboa  Shops 
where  there  is  a  dr>'dock  of  1,000-feet  available  length  and  shops  with  equipment  to 
accord.  There  is  practically  no  limit  to  work  that  can  be  undertaken  at  Balboa 
either  as  regards  size  of  parts,  character,  or  extent.

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Lubricating  Oils 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  different  kinds  of  lubricating  oil  carried  in  stock  at 
Panama  Canal  storehouses,  and  a  brief  description  of  each  of  the  oils  with  a  statement 
of  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  generally  used. 

Requisitions  and  orders  for  oils  placed  with  the  storekeepers  should  statethe  name 
(including  number,  if  any)  of  the  oil  desired  exactly  as  given  on  the  following  list: 

STATEMENT  OF  STANDARD  LUBRICATING  OILS  AND  THEIR  USES. 

OILS,  FORCE  FEED  AND  MOTOR  CYLINDER. 

Medium,  No.  2135. — A  medium  oil  for  the  lubrication  of  main  turbines  not  driving  through  reduction 
gears,  dynamos,  and  small  iniernal  combustion  engines.     Not  to  be  used  for  steam  cylinder  lubrication. 

Heavy,  No.  2190.- — A  heavy  oil  that  will  separate  quickly  from  water.  For  the  lubrication  of  turbines 
with  reduction  gears,  medium  size  internal  combustion  engines,  and  forced  feed  on  main  engines.  A 
heavy  bodied  oi!  for  use  on  au.xiliary  equipment. 

Extra  heavy.  No.  2250. — An  extra  heavy  oil  for  the  lubrication  of  medium  size  internal  combustion 
engines,  power  cylinders,  air  compressors,  and  bearings  of  Diesel  engines. 

Ultra  heavy.  No.  2310. — An  ultra  heavy  oil  for  the  lubrication  of  power  cylinders,  air  compressors, 
and  bearings  of  large  Diesel  engines. 

Tractor,  heavy,  No.  3100. — A  very  heavy  body  oil  for  aircraft  engines,  high  speed  gasoline  engines, 
motor  trucks,  motor  boats,  motorcycles,  and  Diesel  engines  S.A.E.-50. 

Diesel  etigine  lubricating. — For  Diesel  engines. 

OILS,  MISCELLANEOUS. 

Ammonia  cylinder  (gun  and  ice  machine  grade  No.  12.S). — A  refined  ijctroleum  oil  without  the 
admixture  of  fatty  oils,  resins,  soap,  or  other  compounds  not  derived  from  petroleum.  For  the  lubri- 
cation of  the  cylinders  of  ice  machines,  pneumatic  tools,  and  hydraulic  systems. 

Car  and  locomotive.— P\.  lubricant  on  journals  of  all  cars,  passenger  coaches,  steam  and  electric  loco- 
motives. 

Castor. — Grade  "A."    Used  for  lubricating  purposes  of  the  highest  grade. 

Cutrite,  soluble  cutting. — A  mixture  of  soluble  alkali  soap  in  mineral  and  fixed  saponifiable  oils.  For 
use  in  turret  lathes  and  bolt  machines. 

Fish. — Used  as  a  rust  preventive  and  for  tempering. 

Lard. — For  use  on  pipe  cutting  and  threading  machines. 

Insulating. — Switch  (Electrical  Division). 

Insulating. — Transformer  (Electrical  Division). 

Lubricant  (gear,  chain  and  wire  rope). — For  lubrication  and  protection  of  chains,  wire  rope,  and  gears 
of  cranes,  dredges,  steam  shovels,  etc. 

Machine,  odorless. — For  use  on  typewriters. 

Marine  engine.  No.  4065,  compounded. — A  compound  of  mineral  with  vegetable  oil  for  the  lubrication 
of  reciprocating  engines  and  auxiliaries  where  oiling  is  done  by  hand  or  through  wick  feed  or  drop  oilers, 
also  for  thrust  bearings.     Must  not  be  used  for  circulating  of  forced  feed  systems. 

Mineral  steam  cylinder,  No.  5150. — For  use  on  reciprocating  steam  engines  using  dry  saturated 
steam.     For  noncondensing  steam  engine  cylinder  lubrication  (valve  oil). 

Mineral  steam  cylinder,  superheated. — For  use  on  reciprocating  steam  engines  using  superheated 
steam. 

Neatsfoot. — For  softening  and  preserving  leather. 

Solvent. — Rust-preventing  lubricant,  for  general  use. 

Sperm. — Used  principally  by  U.S.  Navy. 


Coal 

Coal,  bunker,  Navy  Standard  Pool  No.  1,  Pocahontas  or  New  River,  is  supplied 
to  steamships,  including  warships  of  all  nations,  trimmed  in  bunkers  at  $6.75  for 
run-of-mine  and  $6.25  for  nut  and  slack  at  Cristobal,  in  any  proportion  desired, 
and  $9.75  at  Balboa  for  run-of-mine  only,  per  ton  of  2,240  poiinds. 

Extra  charges  are  made  in  accordance  with  a  published  tariff  for  special  trimming 
at  the  request  of  the  officers  of  the  ship,  for  galley,  lump  or  run-of-mine  coal  in  sacks, 
and  for  delivery,  when  coal  is  furnished  from  lighters  or  launches  away  from  the 
coaling  piers. 

Coal  can  be  bunkered  by  bunkering  machines,  at  any  rate  up  to  1,500  tons  per 
hour,  regulated  by  the  amount  of  necessary  trimming. 

Coal  for  cargo  is  sold  under  the  same  conditions  and  at  prices  quoted  for  sale  of 
coal  for  bunkers.

The  total  number  of  vessels  of  all  kinds  making  transit  of  the  Canal  in  April 
1934,  649,  was  the  third  highest  of  any  month  since  the  opening  of  the  Canal,  being 
exceeded  only  by  January  1929,  with  735,  and  March  1929,  with  651.  The  high 
figures  in  these  months  were  due  to  the  transit  of  units  of  the  United  States  Fleet.

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It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  table  that  the  Panama  Canal  net  tonnage  of  last 
month's  traffic  (2,493,606)  was  the  highest  for  the  month  of  April  of  any  year  since 
the  opening  of  the  Canal.  The  previous  high  April  tonnage  occurred  in  1929  when 
the  aggregate  Panama  Canal  tonnage  was  2,488,176  (on  540  vessels).  The  number 
of  commercial  transits  last  month  has  been  exceeded  twice  in  April  traffic — in  1929 
with  540,  and  in  1928  with  531.  Tolls  collected  last  month  have  been  exceeded  by 
three  previous  months  of  April — in  1928,  1929,  and  1930 — while  cargo  tonnage  was 
surpassed  four  times— in  1927,  1928,  1929,  and  1930. 

The  high  figures  on  net  tonnage  on  a  smaller  number  of  vessels  than  in  1928  and 
1929  indicates,  of  course,  a  greater  tonnage  per  ship.  This  applies  particularly  to 
the  tanker  traffic  which  averaged  6,280  net  tons,  Panama  Canal  measurement, 
per  vessel  in  the  past  month  as  compared  with  5,419  for  April  1929.  The  net  ton- 
nage of  the  general  cargo  carriers  in  the  past  month  was  4,855  as  against  4,498  for  the 
month  of  April  1929. 

Terminal  Activities 

Ships  repaired  during  the  month  of  April  1934,  numbered  50,  including  8  which  were 
drydocked.  Fuel  oil  in  the  quantity  of  313,041  barrels  was  delivered  as  bunkers 
to  125  commercial  vessels.  Bunker  coal  amounting  to  7,540  tons  was  delivered  to 
19  commercial  vessels.     Sales  of  commissary  supplies  amounted  to  $90,027.20.

Ocean  ship  passengers  disembarking  at  Cristobal  numbered  1,275;  embarking, 
1,728;  at  Balboa,  1,868  disembarking  and  1,183  embarking.  Passengers  passing 
through  the  Canal  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  numbered  3,632,  from  the  Pacific 
to  the  Atlantic,  3,541.  Aircraft  numbering  41  entered  Cristobal,  and  124  passen- 
gers disembarked;  clearances  were  37,  with  98  passengers  embarking;  at  Balboa  one 
aircraft  entered  with  4  passengers  disembarking;  clearances  1,  with  no  passengers 
embarking. 


United  States  Fleet  Transits  Canal 

The  U.S.S.  Pennsylvania,  flagship  of  the  United  States  Fleet,  with  Commander- 
in-chief,  Admiral  David  F.  Sellers  on  board,  and  some  109  additional  vessels  com- 
prising the  Battle  and  Scouting  fleets  of  the  United  States  Navy,  arrived  in  local 
waters  and  beginning  on  the  afternoon  of  April  21,  1934,  assembled  at  the  Pacific 
entrance  to  the  Canal  for  transit  northbound.  During  the  early  morning  hours  of 
April  23  the  transit  of  the  fleet  was  started.  Continuous  operation,  day  and  night, 
was  maintained,  using  the  locks  to  full  capacity  until  the  entire  fleet  had  transited. 
The  operation  required  approximately  48  hours. 

This  was  the  first  time  that  the  fleet  transited  as  a  unit  and  caused  some  con- 
gestion of  private  shipping  at  the  terminal  ports  while  these  ships  awaited  their 
turn.  Following  the  transit  of  the  last  vessel  of  the  fleet,  six  commercial  vessels 
that  were  awaiting  northbound  transit  were  dispatched  through  the  Canal  on  the 
evening  of  April  24,  and  then  the  transit  of  vessels  awaiting  southbound  passage 
was  begun  with  22  ships  transiting  the  Canal  southbound  on  April  25.  The  con- 
gestion of  commercial  ships  was  practically  cleared  on  April  26,  and  on  April  27 
normal  operations  were  resumed  with  north  and  southbound  transits  being  made 
simultaneously. 

Officials  of  the  fleet  and  of  the  Navy  Department  in  Washington  have  expressed 
themselves  as  well  pleased  with  the  maneuver,  which  was  completed  without  damage 
to  any  vessels  of  the  fleet.

Information  to  be  Furnished  by  Vessels  Carrying  Petroleum  Products 


The  reports  required  by  Regulation  88,  B-4  of  supplement  No.  4,  dated  February 
15,  1934,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  Navigation  of  the  Panama  Canal, 
from  vessels  carrying  petroleum  products,  have  not  been  properly  furnished  in  all 
cases.  The  information  required  by  Regulation  88,  B-4  is  as  important  as  that 
required  by  Regulation  171.1  and  similarly,  must  be  furnished  in  advance.  If  this 
is  not  done  it  will  be  necessary-  to  hold  the  vessel  concerned  in  the  outer  anchorage 
for  a  sufficient  time  for  Canal  authorities  to  make  the  required  determinations,  the 
incidental  expenses  and  delay  to  be  borne  by  the  vessel. 
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Bills  of  Health  for  the  Canal  Zone 

To  steamship  agents  and  others  concerned: 

1.  The  following  extract  from  tfie  circular  from  the  Secretary  of  State  to  American- 
diplomatic  and  consular  officers,  dated  April  12,  1934,  I's  quoted  for  the  information 
of  all  concerned: 

Bills  of  health  for  the  Canal  Zone.  The  quarantine  favvs  and  regulations- 
of  the  United  States  are  not  in  ettect  in  the  Panama  Canal  Zone,  but  special' 
quarantine  rules  and  regulations  have  been  promufgafed  for  that  territory, 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  Executive  Order  No.  ASIA,  dated 
September  25,  1925.  The  execution  of  these  rules  and  regulations  Ts  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Governor  of  the  Panama  Canal,  but  members  of  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  are  detailed  for  the  administration  of  the  quaran- 
tine service  of  the  Canal  Zone. 

Masters  of  vessels  clearing  from  any  foreign  port  or  from  any  port  in  the 
possessions  or  other  dependencies  of  the  United  States  or  touching  at  any  of 
the  said  ports,  for  a  port  in  the  Canal  Zone  or  for  the  ports  of  Panama  or  Colon,, 
Republic  of  Panama,  or  for  passage  through  the  Panama  Canal,  but  not  pro- 
ceeding to  any  port  in  the  United  States,  are  not  required  to  obtain  bilfs  of  health 
from  American  consular  officers. 

Masters  of  vessels  clearing  from  ports  of  the  United  States  for  ports  of  the 
Canal  Zone,  for  the  ports  of  Panama  or  Colon,  Republic  of  Panama,  or  for 
passing  through  the  Panama  Canal,  must  obtain  a  port  sanitary  statement 
signed  by  the  officer  authorized  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  to  issue 
such  statements,  and  must  present  such  statement  to  the  Quarantine  Officer 
of  the  Panama  Canal. 

2.  Executive  Order  No,  4314,  dated  September  25,  1925,  is  contained  in  the 
pamphlet  "Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  Navigation  of  the  Panama  Canal  and 
Adjacent  Waters."  Under  this  authority  the  quarantine  officers  of  The  Panama 
Canal  accept  bills  of  health  issued  or  signed  by  the  competent  local  health  authority 
in  foreign  ports,

The  U.S.S.  Hannibal,  April  17, 
1934,  reporting  further  on  the  location  of  Naranjas  shoal,  described  in  N.M.  No.  296,. 
April  18,  1934,  states: 

The  center  of  the  shoal  bears  300'  (true),  2,300  yards  to  the  center  and  highest 
point  of  Naranjas  Island.  The  shoal  has  a  white  rock  botton,  least  depth  of 
■R-ater  of  9  feet  at  mean  low  water  springs,  and  a  depth  of  at  least  14  fathoms  on 
all  sides  of  the  shelf. 

The  shoal  has  an  axis,  305'  true,'  is  40  yards  long  and  is  25  yards  wide. 
Breakers  mark  the  pinnacle  only  very  occasionally  at  extreme  low  water. 
Position,  latitude  7"16'22"  N.,  longitude  SO'SS'U"  W. 

The  nearby  Naranjas  Island  is  improperly  charted  on  H.O.  Chart  No.  1018, 
Extremely  dangerous  to  navigation. 

The  following   notice 
to  mariners  was  published  by  the  Hydrographic  Office  in  Washington  on  May  3,  1934: 
Information  has  been  received  from  the  Frederick  Snare  Corporation,  con-

Coal,  bunker,  Navy  Standard  Pool  No.  1,  Pocahontas  or  New  River,  is  supplied 
to  steamships,  including  warships  of  all  nations,  trimmed  in  bunkers  at  $7.75  for 
run-of-mine  at  Cristobal,  in  any  proportion  desired,  and  $10.75  at  Balboa  for  run- 
of-mine,  per  ton  of  2,240  pounds. 

Extra  charges  are  made  in  accordance  with  a  published  tariff  for  special  trimming 
at  the  request  of  the  officers  of  the  ship,  for  galley,  lump  or  run-of-mine  coal  in  sacks, 
and  for  delivery,  when  coal  is  furnished  from  lighters  or  launches  away  from  the 
coaling  piers. 

Coal  can  be  bunkered  by  bunkering  machines  at  any  rate  up  to  1,5Q0  tons  per 
hour,  regulated  by  the  amount  of  necessary  trimming. 

Coal  for  cargo  is  sold  under  the  same  conditions  and  at  prices  quoted  for  sale  of 
coal  for  bunkers.

The  Hydrographic  Office  at  Cristobal  m.aintains  at  all  times  a  complete  stock  of 
navigational  charts  and  books,  including  charts  of  all  parts  of  the  world,  sailing 
directions  of  the  world,  nautical  tables,  light  lists,  tide  tables,  nautical  almanacs,  etc. 

At  the  office  of  the  Port  Captain  in  Balboa,  a  limited  stock  of  navigational  charts, 
books,  etc.,  is  also  carried,  and  this  office  is  in  a  position  to  fill  practically  any  order 
in  this  connection  that  a  ship  might  place. 

Copies  of  current  issues  of  Pilot  Charts,  Notices  to  Mariners,  and  Hydrographic 
Bulletins  may  be  obtained  in  return  for  marine  information. 

Observations  of  weather,  ocean  currents,  and  other  marine  data  collected,  and 
blanks,  instructions,  barometer  comparisons,  etc.,  furnished. 

Correct  time  is  maintained  and  chronometers  rated.

the  sole  purpose  of  having  repairs  made  at  the  Balboa  drydock  and  shops 
will  be  exempt  from  payment  of  tolls,  but  a  charge  will  be  made  for  pilotage 
and  for  handling  Jines  as  provided  for  in  the  current  tariff  or  supplements 
thereto. 


Provisions  Required  by  Ships 

The  Panama  Canal  Commissary  Division,  with  facilities  at  Balboa  and  Cristobal 
for  delivery  of  supplies  to  steamships,  carries  a  complete  line  of  provisions,  such  as 
meats,  fruits,  vegetables,  eggs,  butter,  canned  goods,  cigars,  cigarettes,  tobacco, 
etc.,  which  are  sold  to  ships  at  reasonable  prices.  Beef  especially  is  available  at  low 
prices. 

Orders  may  be  placed  in  advance  by  radio  for  delivery  on  arrival,  or  at  either  ter- 
minal for  prompt  delivery  or  for  delivery  at  the  other  terminal  after  transit.

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It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  table  that  the  Panama  Canal  net  tonnage  of  last 
month's  traffic  (2,567,555)  was  the  highest  for  the  month  of  May  since  the  opening 
of  the  Canal.  The  previous  high  May  net  tonnage  occurred  in  1929  when  this 
feature  aggregated  2,496,905  (on  524  vessels.)  The  number  of  vessels  making  transit 
last  month  has  been  exceeded  twice  in  May  trafific — in  1929  with  524,  and  in  1928 
with  508.  Cargo  tonnage  has  been  exceeded  four  times— in  1926,  1927,  1928,  and 
1929. 

The  high  figures  on  net  tonnage  on  a  smaller  number  of  vessels  than  in  1928  and  1929 
indicates,  of  course,  a  greater  tonnage  per  ship.  This  applies  particularly  to  the 
tanker  trafific  which  averaged  5,953  net  tons,  Panama  Canal  measurement,  per  vessel 
as  compared  with  5,331  net  tons  in  May  1929;  net  tonnage,  Panama  Canal  measure- 
ment, of  the  general  cargo  carriers  in  the  past  month  averaged  4,994  as  against  4,637 
in  May  1929. 


Terminal  Activities 

Ships  repaired  during  the  month  of  May  1934,  numbered  50,  including  5  which 
were  drydocked.  Fuel  oil  in  the  quantity  of  291,043  barrels  was  delivered  as  bunkers 
to  114  commercial  vessels.  Bunker  coal  amounting  to  3,366  tons  was  delivered  to 
13  commercial  vessels.  Sales  of  commissary  supplies  to  vessels  amounted  to 
$63,688.54.

Executive  Order 
Correction  of  Description  of  the  Corundu  Military  Reservation,  Canal  Zone 

Whereas  certain  lands  situated  in  the  Canal  Zone  were  by  Executive  Order  No. 
3207  of  December  30,  1919,  set  apart  and  assigned  to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  a 
military  reservation  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  which  reser- 
vation is  known  as  the  Corundu  Military  Reservation  and  includes  Fort  Clayton, 
the  Panama  Arsenal,  the  Engineer  Depot,  the  Post  of  Corozal,  and  Albrook  Field;  and 

Whereas  a  recent  survey  of  the  said  reservation  has  revealed  errors  and  inaccu- 
racies in  the  description  thereof  as  contained  in  the  said  E.xecutive  order; 

Now,  therefore,  by  virture  of  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  as 
President  of  the  United  States,  it  is  ordered  that  the  description  of  the  Corundu 
Military  Reservation  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  corrected  to  read  as  follows:  (This  de- 
scription, in  detail,  is  omitted  from  publication  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record; 
the  entire  order,  including  the  description,  is  published  in  Supplement  No.  27  to 

"Executive  Orders  Relating  to  The  Panama  Canal,"  issued  June  15,  1934.) 

******* 

The  re-survey  was  made  in  the  latter  months  of  1932  and  the  early  months  of  1933. 
The  directions  of  the  lines  refer  to  the  true  meridian  and  were  determined  by  deflection 
angles  from  known  azimuths  of  the  Canal  Zone  triangulation  system.  The  magnetic 
declination  was  not  recorded.  The  entire  area  is  shown  on  Panama  Canal  map 
No.  M-6102-78,  dated  September  1,  1933,  on  file  at  the  Governor's  office,  Balboa 
Heights,  Canal  Zone,  and  the  Department  Engineer's  ofiice,  Panama  Canal  Depart- 
ment, United  States  Army,  Corozal,  Canal  Zone.  The  area  of  the  reservation  is: 
Parcel  No.  1,  8,876  acres,  more  or  less;  Parcel  No.  2,  254  acres,  more  or  less;  total 
area  9,130  acres,  more  or  less. 

Except  as  amended  and  modified  by  this  order  all  the  conditions  of  Executive 
Order  No.  3207,  dated  December  30,  1919,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

Applications  for  Positions  as  Pilot  and  Towboat  Engineer  in  the 
Panama  Canal  Service 

During  the  depression  in  shipping  The  Panama  Canal  has  employed  no  new 
personnel  in  these  positions.  The  result  is  that  the  applications  for  employment 
now  on  file  are  largely  out  of  date,  and -although  there  is  no  immediate  indication 
of  need  of  additional  men,  the  Canal  will  be  pleased  to  receive  applications  from 
qualified  American  citizens.  Applications  should  be  addressed  to  the  Chief  of 
Office,  The  Panama  Canal,  Washington,  D.C. 

The  basic  qualifications  for  pilot  are:  United  States  citizenship;  high  school 
education  or  two  years  of  high  school  plus  a  course  in  a  State  nautical  training  school; 
master's  license  for  unlimited  tonnage  on  seagoing  vessels,  or  both  master's  and  pilot's 
unlimited  license  on  inland  or  Great  Lakes  steamers;  10  years'  seagoing  experience, 
covering  at  least  7  years  service  as  an  officer  and  one  of  the  7  years  as  master  under 
unlimited  license;  good  health,  and  age  not  over  35  years.  Other  facts  being  equal, 
preference  will  be  given  to  ex-service  men  of  the  Navy  and  Coast  Guard  and  men 
employed  on  the  floating  ecjuipment  of  The  Panama  Canal,  and  age  limit  will  be 
extended  in  such  cases  not  to  exceed  5  years.  At  the  present  time  appointments 
are  authorized  at  the  rate  of  $266.67  per  month  as  pilot  in  training,  and  providing 
the  employee's  services  are  satisfactory  in  all  respects,  advancement  may  be  made 
to  a  maximum  rate  of  $416.67  per  month  after  the  comple'tion  of  an  18  months' 
training  period,  provided  there  is  a  vacancy. 

In  submitting  applications  it  is  important  to  describe  fully  any  towboat  experience 
and/or  experience  in  handling  large  vessels  around  docks  without  the  assistance  of 
towboats.  It  should  be  stated  further  how  many,  if  any,  of  the  following  positions 
the  applicant  would  be  willing  to  accept  with  the  possibility  of  being  made  a  pilot 
at  a  later  date,  it  being  understood,  however,  that  The  Panama  Canal  cannot  guaran- 
tee a  vacancy  in  or  appointment  to  the  latter  position;  present  entrance  rates  per 
month  are  quoted:

Applicants 
should  state  what  Federal  licenses  are  held  and  give  a  complete  summary  of  all 
engineering  experience.  At  present  entrance  rates  for  marine  engineers  range  from 
$163  to  $300  per  month,  depending  upon  the  class  of  equipment  to  which  the  employee 
is  assigned.     Applications  should  be  forwarded  to  the  same  address  as  for  pilots.

Panama  Bay,  Chame  Cove.  Notice  No.  345  of  June  23,  1934,  states  that  the  Ad- 
ministrator General  of  the  Liquor  Tax,  Piers  and  Lighthouses  of  the  Republic  of 
Panama,  advisae  that  the  lighthouse  recently  ordered  built,  is  already  in  operation  on 
Pan  de  Azucar  Island,  inside  the  Chame  Cov'e.  The  lighthouse  has  a  flashing  white 
light  with  a  period  of  3  seconds;  flash  0.3  seconds,  eclipse  2.7  seconds. 

Panama  Canal,  Pacific  entrance,  Ancon  Hill.  Notice  No.  345  of  July  11,  1934, 
states :

2.  Two  groups  of  two  fixed  red,  50-watt  obstacle  lights  each,  exist.  But  one  light 
each  is  actually  placed  on  a  mast  as  below:

The  elevation  of  Ancon  Hill  is  approximately  660  feet 
above  sea  level. 
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Supplement  to  Navigation  Regulations— Merchant  Ship  Anchorages 

Under  date  of  July  2,  1934,  The  Panama  Canal  issued  supplement  No.  5  to  the 
"Navigation  Regulations,"  amending  Regulation  11.1  to  read  as  quoted  below: 

Regulation  11.1.  Aferchant  ship  anchorages:  The  following  areas  for  mer- 
chant ship  anchorages  are  designated:  Atlantic  end:  Area  immediately  west  of 
Canal  channel  line,  bounded  on  the  south  by  line  joining  gas  buoy  No.  4  and  a 
point  "A,"  1,600  yards  due  west  of  gas  buoy  No.  4;  on  the  west  by  line  extending 
1,800  yards  due  north  of  point  "A"  to  point  "B;"  and  on  the  north  by  line  ex- 
tending from  point  "B"  to  Canal  channel  and  parallel  to  west  breakwater. 
Gatun  Lake  anchorage  basin:  Area  immediately  east  of  Canal  channel  line, 
bounded  by  a  line  extending  southeasterly  from  the  east  wing  wall  at  south  end 
of  Gatun  Locks  to  spar  buoy  "A,"  thence  to  spar  buoy  No.  1  and  to  spar  buoy 
No.  3,  thence  southwesterly  to  the  Canal  channel  line  at  gas  buoy  No.  9.  Pacific 
end:  Area  immediately  northeast  of  Canal  prism  extension  and  southeast  of  a 
line  joining  gas  buoy  No.  4  to  Flamenco  Island  Light. 


Navigation  Regulations— Hazardous  Cargoes 

Under  date  of  February  15,  1934,  The  Panama  Canal  issued  supplement  No.  4 
to  its  "Navigation  Regulations,"  which  supplement  deals  with  the  transportation  of 
hazardous  cargoes  in  Canal  Zone  waters.  Reference  to  it  was  published  in  The 
Panama  Canal  Record  of  March  15,  1934.  Under  date  of  June  30,  1934,  the  Canal 
issued  change  No.  1  to  this  supplement  No.  4.     Change  No.  1  states: 

(1)  The  following  changes  in  the  above-named  supplement  are  effective 
immediately: 

{a)  The  date  by  which  structural  changes,  required  by  the  introductory 
paragraph,  must  be  effected  is  extended  to  December  15,  1934. 

{b)  REGUL.4TION  88.B-5  (6):  Petroleum  products  of  any  grade  may  be 
carried  in  the  intermediate  cofferdams  which  separate  the  main  cargo  tanks 
from  each  other,  provided  that  the  same  requirements  are  fulfilled  in  regard  to 
these  coft'erdams  as  are  laid  down  for  the  cargo  tanks  carrying  a  similar  grade 
of  material;  and  provided  further,  that  there  will  be  no  possibility  of  the  con- 
tents of  such  cofl;erdams  entering  the  bunker  fuel  system  of  the  vessel  either  by 
neglect  or  accident.  This  modification,  however,  does  not  apply  to  the  coffer- 
dams separating  the  cargo  tanks  from  other  compartments  of  the  vessel. 


New  Vessels  lor  East  Coast  United  States-Far  East  Trade 

According  to  a  recent  shipping  report,  the  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha  has  under  con- 
struction 6  express  motor  ships  for  its  silk  trade  to  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United 
States.  The  vessels  are  said  to  be  each  of  7,300  gross  tons,  and  will  be  capable  of  a 
speed  of  18  knots.  Accommodations  are  to  be  provided  in  each  vessel  for  6  passen- 
gers. The  new  vessels  are  to  be  commissioned  this  year  and  replace  the  8  steamers 
which  now  operate  in  the  company's  New  Yorjc  run.  * 

The  report  further  states  that  the  Kokusai  Kisen  Kaisha  also  is  to  place  6  new 
silk  express  motor  vessels  in  its  New  York  trade.  These  new  vessels  are  to  be  each 
of  6,468  gross  tons  and  have  a  maximum  speed  of  19  knots.  The  first  of  this  fleet, 
the  Komaki  Marti,  made  her  first  transit  of  the  Canal  from  Pacific  to  Atlantic,  on 
February  14,  1934. 

The  trade  between  the  east  coast  of  the  United  States  and  the  Far  East  ranks 
third  at  present  among  the  trades  through  the  Panama  Canal.  Some  of  the  more 
important  lines  operating  in  this  trade  are  the  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha,  Osaka  Shosen 
Kaisha,  Mitsui  Bussan  Kaisha,  Kokusai  Kisen  Kaisha,  Dollar  Line,  Lykes  Brothers 
&  Ripley,  the  Roosevelt  Line,  the  Isthmian  Line,  the  Ellerman  Lines,  the  Barber 
Line,  and  Andrew  Weir  &  Company. 


Appointments 

Col.  Orville  G.  Brown,  Medical  Corps,  U.S.A.,  was  appointed  Chief  Health  Officer, 
effective  June  30,  1934,  vice  Col.  Joseph  F.  Siler,  relieved  from  duty  with  The 
Panama  Canal.  Effective  the  same  date  Col.  Edgar  King,  Medical  Corps,  U.S.A., 
was  appointed  Superintendent,  Gorgas  Hospital. 

Lt.  Comdr.  Charles  F.  Osborn,  Construction  Corps,  United  States  Navy,  was 
appointed  Superintendent,  Mechanical  Division,  vice  Capt.  Roy  W.  Ryden,  relieved 
from  duty  with  The  Panama  Canal,  effective  July  2,  1934,  noon. 
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Visit  of  President  Roosevelt 

President  F.  D.  Roosevelt  of  the  United  States  arrived  at  Cristobal  breakwater 
at  8:10  a.m.,  July  11,  1934,  on  board  the  cruiser  Houston  of  the  United  States  Navy, 
from  Annapolis  via  Cape  Haitian,  Mayaguez,  San  Juan,  St.  Thomas,  St.  Croix,  and 
Cartagena.  The  Houston,  with  the  President  aboard,  began  transit  through  the 
Canal  at  10:05  a.m.,  and  docked  at  Dock  16,  Balboa,  at  4:12  p.m.  At  all  of  the 
locks  the  President  was  greeted  by  residents  of  the  Canal  Zone  and  Panama,  and  at 
Gatun  and  Miraflores  locks  military  courtesies  were  rendered  by  Army  forces  from 
the  corresponding  sectors.  This  was  the  first  passage  through  the  Canal  by  a  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  while  incumbent  in  the  office. 

At  Balboa  the  President  received  numerous  visitors  aboard  and  came  ashore  on 
three  occasions  for  drives  through  parts  of  the  Canal  Zone  and  Panama.  He  con- 
tinued his  journey  to  Hawaii,  via  Cocos  Island,  on  July  12,  the  Houston  clearing 
from  the  dock  at  5:30  p.m. 


Applications  for  Positions  as  Pilot  and  Towboat  Engineer  in  the 
Panama  Canal  Service 

During  the  depression  in  shipping  The  Panama  Canal  has  employed  no  new 
personnel  in  these  positions.  The  result  is  that  the  applications  for  employment 
now  on  file  are  largely  out  of  date,  and  although  there  is  no  immediate  indication 
of  need  of  additional  men,  the  Canal  will  be  pleased  to  receive  applications  from 
qualified  American  citizens.  Applications  should  be  addressed  to  the  Chief  of 
Office,  The  Panama  Canal,  Washington,  D.C. 

The  basic  qualifications  for  pilot  are:  United  States  citizenship;  high  school 
education  or  two  years  of  high  school  plus  a  course  in  a  State  nautical  training  school; 
master's  license  for  unlimited  tonnage  on  seagoing  vessels,  or  both  master's  and  pilot's 
unlimited  license  on  inland  or  Great  Lakes  steamers;  10  years'  seagoing  experience, 
covering  at  least  7  years  service  as  an  officer  and  one  of  the  7  years  as  master  under 
unlimited  license;  good  health,  and  age  not  over  35  years.  Other  facts  being  equal, 
preference  will  be  given  to  ex-service  men  of  the  Navy  and  Coast  Guard  and  men 
employed  on  the  floating  equipment  of  The  Panama  Canal,  and  age  limit  will  be 
extended  in  such  cases  not  to  exceed  5  years.  At  the  present  time  appointments 
are  authorized  at  the  rate  of  $266.67  per  month  as  pilot  in  training,  and  providing 
the  employee's  services  are  satisfactory  in  all  respects,  advancement  may  be  made 
to  a  maximum  rate  of  $416.67  per  month  after  the  completion  of  an  18  months' 
training  period,  provided  there  is  a  vacancy. 

In  submitting  applications  it  is  important  to  describe  fully  any  towboat  experience 
and/or  experience  in  handling  large  vessels  around  docks  without  the  assistance  of 
towboats.  It  should  be  stated  further  how  many,  if  any,  of  the  following  positions 
the  applicant  would  be  willing  to  accept  with  the  possibility  of  being  made  a  pilot 
at  a  later  date,  it  being  understood,  however,  that  The  Panama  Canal  cannot  guaran- 
tee a  vacancy  in  or  appointment  to  the  latter  position:
